CONTINUATION OF THE SEMI-MONTHLY MAIL, 


The information which we announced in our last number 
will have apprised our readers of the successful result of our 
efforts to procure the continuation of thesemi-monthly mail.

But as the matter is proceeding in due 
official course, there is every reason to believe that it will be 
carried out by the mail of the 20-26th August. 


Summary of Pews from the Far Cast. 


THE TWO OVERLAND PARTIES, ~~ 

We have endeavoured from time to time to make our readers 

familiar with the narrative of the two expeditions which started 
some months since—the one from Canton overland to Thibet 
and India ; the other, far less ambitious in aim, from Canton 
to Hankow. News of both expeditions has reached us by this 
mail, but there is very little in the intelligence which need be 
transferred into our columns. The “ great overland party,” as it 
is correctly termed by the China Mail, has, it seems, reached 
Kwei-Chau-Fu, 1,203 English miles from Shanghai. Major 
Sarel writes a description of the voyage from Hankow for the 
North-China branch of the Royal Asiatic Society, but his narra- 
tive contains few novel features, although it carries us about a 
hundred miles further from Shanghai than the account pub- 
lished in our last issue, and dated the 12th April. Major Sarel 
describes Kinchow, distant from Hankow five days’ journey by 
land, as a flourishing town inhabited by Tartars and Chinese, 
He gives the value of different articles there as follows :— 

©] Mexican dollar, equal 1,000 cash; tea, 140 cash per catty; char- 
coal, 1,800 cash per picul of 100 catties ; flour, 29 cash per catty.” 

The description Major Sarel gives of the river above I-Chang 
agrees with what we have already given. Between I-Chang and 
Kwei-Chow, the river, he says, is full of rapids, and the naviga- 
tion at cortain seasons of the year impracticable for steamers. 
He then adds :— 

“In a great number of places, in the gorge between I-chang and 
Kweichow, coal is worked in galleries driven into the hill-sides close to 
the river; it is worked into bricks with water, and sent in boats down to 
I-chang, which place they reach in a day. About Kweichow the poppy is 
cultivated and opium made; we were asked nearly four dollars a catty 
for it, but the Prefect of the district said that its proper cost was little 
over two dollars. Raw silk was seen in some shops. Mexican Dollars 
have always been current at 1,000 cash; we have no more, or they would 
probably be current here, We got yesterday seventeen hundred and 
twenty cash for a tael of silver.” 

‘The four travellers who formed the “little overland party ” 
reached Shanghai on the 26th May, in one of the American 
ships of war from Hankow. It will be remembered that they 








left Can‘on on the 11th April. The whole trip was performed 
w.thout any serious accident, or any interruption by Imperialists 
or insurgents, the people and officers everywhere, with one or 
two exceptions, showing themselves civil and obliging. 

Tn our last account of the expedition we left tho travellers 
at Ee Chag-ung, from whence they were about to start over the 
mountains forChung-Chow. From this place they took boat, 
again to Yoh-chau, a place at the mouth of the Tung-ting Lake, 
near the centre of Hu-Kwang. The particulars received about 


this portion of the route are extremely meagre, 
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Through the whole trip, from Cauton to Yoh-chau, no part 
of the country was found occupied by rebels ; in many places, 
however, traces of their devastations were still visible, espe- 
cially in temples and altars of the pagan deities, 

On the whole, we cannot but regret that the reports at pre- 
sent received of this novel and interesting journey are 80 com- 
paratively meagre, but in all probability the travellers are re- 
serving their strength, and will eventually givo us a fuller nar- 
rative. 

JAPAN. 

Thero is no @efinite news from Japan of an interesting cha- 
racter. There is, however, a rumour that the Japanese are 
about to send embassies to the Treaty Powers for the purpose of 
begging off that article in the treaties which opens Yedo from 
Jan. 1, 1862. It is declared that their objection to this point 
is so strong that they would rather have recourse to war than 
concede it and thereby cause disaffection amongst their own 
people, which might lead to a civil war, 

Mr. Rutherford Alcock has just published, at the London 
Mission, Shanghai, a work entitled “The Elements of Japanese 
Grammar.” 

The crop of new silk is reported to be large. Samples of the 
new teas had been produced. The Vision had sailed, bound to 
London with a cargo of rags, 





CHINA, 
PEKING. 

All is tranquil in the Imperial city’; but there is no sigu of 
the Emperor's return. 

Mr, Bruco still suspends permission to visit Peking, but his 
official intercourse with the Chinese is perfectly satisfactory. 

Hang-ke, now well-known from Mr. Parkes’ narrative of his 
ty, and Teung-lun, the mandarin who met Sir John 
Bowring at ‘Takoo in 1854, have been appointed Under-Secre- 
taries of State for Foreign Affairs to assist Prince Kung, who, 
from all that is heard about him, appears sincerely to wish to 
carry out the provisions of the Treaty. 

Tsung-lun arrived at Tientsin on the 8th from Peking to 
treat with Count d’Eulenberg, who has hoisted the Prussian flag 
and taken up his residence on shore ; but it is not known with 
what powers the Mandarin is invested. 

Three separate victories are announced at Chaoyang in Shing- 
king; in the first of which the rebels are said to have been 
annihilated, only, however, to riso again to lose several 
hundred men, and finally, in a still greater fight, to lose seven 
guns and ten matchlocks. 

‘The Emperor is delighted, but begs the ‘Victorious generat 
Kosingah to make the most of his opportunities, and follow up 
the rebels. 

A victory, too, is reported near Tsingpu, in which Li, the 
newly-appointed General at Sungkiang, is reported to have 
sallied out from his head quarters at Kwangfolin, about ten 
miies from Sungkiang, and, after a protracted fight, to have 
destroyed one mounted rebel, for which promotion is given him 
and the officer he recommends, 
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TIEN-TSIN. 

According to the latest advices the aspect of affairs is more 
sat'svactory. Trade was progressing favourably. The Rebels 
had retired southward fiom the provinces of Chih-li and Shan- 
tung. They were supposed to be in Honam. 

A mandarin had arrived at Ticn-tsin to treat with the Prus- 
sian Ambassador, Count d’Eulenberg. No less than fourteen 
committees of defence were established in the city and suburbs 
to provide for its defence against the Rebels, The Men-fi were 
in the vicinity of Ta-ming-fu, and Lin-ching-chow, in the pro- 
vinces of Pecheli and Shang-tung. 

THE YANG TSE-RIANG. 


At Tsinpoo there has been a slight “ misunderstanding ” be- 
tween ourselves and the rebels. The following account of the 
affair is extracted from the North China Herald of June 1:— 

On tho 24th ult., Captain R. Dew and one or two other naval and 
military officers went up the river in H. M.'s gun-boat Flamer to deliver a 
letter to tne Commander-in-Chief of the rebel forces in this neighbour- 
hood, intimating that any interference on their part with boats engaged in 
conveying silk for foreigners from the producing districts to Shanghai, 
would be treated asa hostile step, and warning them that if they ap- 
Proached within two days’ march of Nivgpo they would come into collision 
‘With the British forces. They proceeded about 40 miles up the river in 

steamer, and then in * boats, by creeks, to Tsingpo, when a small 
party, consisting of Captain Dew, Mr. Alabaster, anda boy carrying a 
white flig on a boat-hook, left the boat and advanced towards the gate. 


















On their approach the walls were manned, and a fire from gingalls and 
guns was kept up upon them. They exhibited the letter to indicate the 
object of thsit , but the firing continued. No other course was left 
thaa to retire ; this they did after placing theletter in the cleft of a bamboo, 
and sticking it in the ground, This occurred at the same place where the 
Imperialists were lately repulsed, and twenty-two of the Chinese Foreign 
Legion killed or wounded, They then returned to the Flamer, and arrived 
here late on last Saturday night. The French steamer Contest, with a 
small iron steamer, having on board the French Admiral and other officers, 
accompanied the British party up the river, but returned without proceed- 
ing to Tsingpo. We believe a party will go up again next week to de- 
mand an apology on which occasion the gun-boat will be taken within 
range of the city’ wall. 

At Hankow the natives were slowly returning, but much 
uneasiness was felt at the proximity of the Rebels who are 
at Hwang-chau, a distance of between forty and fifty miles. 
Several masters of the new crop of black tea were in the 
market. 

Chiu-kiang was being closely invested by the Rebels. The 
British Consulate is removed to Silver Island, 











SHANGHAI. 

The American expedition has arrived at Shanghai from its 
trip up the Yangtse river. The Americans have suc- 
cecded, as usual, in adopting the course previously followed 
by the British ; no novelty has been developed by this 
expedition. 

Between Shanghai and Soonkong, a number of Imperialist 
soldiers attacked three native boats under the charge of Euro- 
peans, and plundered from them treasure to the extent of 
72,000 tacls, The case has been laid before the Taoutai in such 
terms as will doubtless insure a speedy return of the property 
or its equivalent. The carrying trade with the Northern ports 
and the Yangtse has passed into the hands of foreigners, who 
were feeling very uncasy as regards the transit cf silk to tho 
Shanghai market, 


NINGPo. 

The people say that so long as Hangchow holds out there is 
no fear of the rebels getting Ningpo. 

Consul Sinclair and family left in the Hainan on the 13th 
May for Foo-chow, and Mr. Harvey, who succeeds him, had not 
arrived. This was felt inconvenient by the foreign residents 
there, as difficulties were arising from the establishment of the 
forcign inspectors of Customs. 

There is no further news from Chapoo, which is still held by 
the insurgents. 

The Chinese steamer Paoushun has been on shore near 
Wanchew, and has received such serious damage that she is 
quite unfitted to go to sca again, 


FOO-CHOW-FOO. 

The steamers Con/weius and Feiloong left this place for 
Shanghai after having collected $46,000 of the indemnity 
money. 

3 SWATOW. 

No satisfactory arrangements have been arrived at with the 
Chinese officials in regard to compensation for.tho property 
stolen from Messrs. Bradley and Co.'s premiscs. The American 
war vessels John Adams and Dacotuh havo been dispatched to 
take the matter in hand. 


HONG KONG. 

Among the shipping casualties reported in our last was the 
loss of the Osprey, and mal-treatment of the crew. It appears 
that the authorities at Hong Kong sent out H.MS. Pearl to 
the west coast to discover the pirates, and six ruffianly-looking 
fellows were apprehended on shore by the Mandarins, five of 
whom were identified by Captain Allen of the Osprey, as having 
been concerned in the attack upon his vessel. They have been 
taken to Hong Kong for trial. 

We mentioned in our last the sale of three vessels by the 
P. and O. Company. We have now to notice the sale of the 
Oriental for $18,500, to Messrs. Jairuz, Fazul and Co., who 
intend to make a warehouse of her, and to save the $1,500 a 
month which they have been paying for storage in Long Koug. 

The China Mail of the 12th ult. contains a review of the 
Rebel movement in China considered in its religious and poli- 
tical aspect. 

The passengers from Gaile to Hong Kong by the Singapore, 
P. and O. steamer, have written to Captain Wright, acknow- 
ledging tho “unceasing manner in which he bas at all times 
considerably added to their comforts and amusements,” and 
requesting, at the same time, his acceptance of a silver cup 
as @ remembrance of their pleasant intercourse, 
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The great “scandal case” in which Colonel MacMahon and 
other officers were charged with having injured the charac- 
ter of an officer's wife, still formed food for gossiz for that 
class of individuals whose tastes ruu riot in such matters. 

Mr. George B. F. Swain, R.N., has been appoiuted as one of 
the marine surveyors to Government. 

Chief Justice Adams was holding the usual eittings of the 
Supreme Court. Wesco no mention of Mr, Smale, the new 
Attorney-General, who, we presume, has entered on his duties. 

Asentence of six months’ imprisonment has been passed 
upon Costello, for “the embezzlement: of coals, the property of 
his late employers, Messrs. Walker, Borradaile, and Co. 


THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


We mentioned in our last that a meeting of the subscribers 
to the Hong Kong Chamber of Commerce was to be held on 
the 29th May. The following report of the proceedings on 
the occasion is extracted from the China Mail. The Daily 
Press was unable to give them, and is extremely angry in con- 
Sequeuce. Nothing can be stranger to quict aud unprejudiced 
readers in England than the way in which the editors of the 
local press in the Far Eist abuse each other :— 

A meeting of subscribers to the Chamber of Commerce was 
held in the Club-house on Wednesday at 3.30 pat. There 
were twenty-six gontlemen present. Mr. Perceval moved that 
Mr. Murray take the chair. On occupying the chair, Mr. Murray 
remarked that those present were aware that the object of the 
meeting was for the purpose of carrying out what was very 
muc1 wanted here, namely, a Chamber of Commerce. It was 
@ singular thing, he said, that such a large mercantile community 
as was to be found here, should still be without anything of 
this kind, but there bad long been a desire to have it established. 
He pointed out the objects that a Chamber of Commerce was 
calculated to serve, and had no doubt that all would be agreed 
as to the utility of such an institution, particularly in one of 
its functions, namely, the arbitration of disputes. He then 
called upon Mr. Walkinshaw, who proposed the following as the 
rules and regulations. They had been taken principally from 
those of the Calcutta Chamber of Commerce :— 

RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR THE HONG KONG CHAMBER OF 
COMMERCE. 

1, That the Society be styled the Hongkong Chamber of Commerce. 

2. That the object of the Chamber shall be to watch over and protect 
the general interests of Commerce, to collect information on all matters 
of interest to the mercantile comraunity, and to use every means within 
its power for the removal of evils, the redress of grievances, and the pro- 
motion of the common good; to communicate with authorities and 
others thereupon ; to form a code of practice whereby the transaction of 
business may be simplified and facilitated ; to receive references, and to 
arbitrate between disputants—the decisions in such reference to be re- 
corded for future guidance. 

3. That all mercantile firms and ns engaged or interested in the 
commerce or shipping of China shall be eligible for admission as members 
in the manner hereafter described, and on payment of $100 for firms and 
$50 for single individuals for the current year, and an annual subscription 
of $100 payable in advance on Ist January. 

4 That candidates for admission, proposed by one member, and se- 
conded by another, shall be ballotted for, and a majority of votes shall 
decide the election. 

5. That voting by proxy or by members whose subscriptions are in 
arrear be not allowed, and that each firm be restricted to one vote. 

6. That in the absence from the colony of all the partnersin # firm, 
their Eyemanie by power of attorney shall be entitled to a vote. 

7. That the Chamber retains to iteeif the right of expelling any of its 
members, such expulsion to be decided by the votes of three-fourths of 
the members of the Chamber. 

8. ‘That any number of members not less than seven, in addition to the 
committee, shall be held to constitute a general meeting called in con- 
formity with the rules of the Chamber for the despatch of ordinary busi- 


ness. 

9. That the business and funds of the Chamber be managed by a com- 
mittee of seven members, consisting of chairman, vice-chairman, and five 
members, to be elected annually at a general meeting of the Chamber in 
the month of May. In the absence of the chairman and vice-chairman, 
the committee to choose another from its members. Four to form a 
quorum, and the chairman in cases of equality to have the casting vote in 
addition to his own. 

10. That the committee shall meet on such day of every fortnight as 
it may fix to be most convenient for the transaction of business, and that 













its proces @ be laid on the table open to the inspection of members, 
subject to such regulations as the committee may deem expedient. 
1. That in case of a vacancy in the committee, it shall be filled up 


pro tempore by the committee until the next general meeting, and that 
they have the power to appoint a sub-committee from their own number 
for any purpose whatever. 

12. That a paid secretary be elected by the committee, such election 
to be subject to confirmation at the next ensuing general meeting. 

13. That the general meetings of the Chaniber be held on Ist May 
and Ist November of each year, and that special general meetings shall 
be called by the chairman, or in his absence by the vice-chairman, or 
by his order, on the requisition of any five firms or individuals, members 











of the Chamber, to be held within tea days subsequent to the receipt of 
such requisition. 

14. That all proceedings of the committee be subject to approval or 
otherwise of general metus duty convened, 

15. That the committee be empowered to make byc-laws which shall 
not be of any force until approved of at a general meeting. 

16. That un annual report of the proceedings be prepared, and after 
being approved at a general meeting, printed and circulated. 

17. That all disbursements shall be made on orders signed by the 
secretary, and countersigned by the chairman or vice-chairman ; and all 
accounts shall be submitted to, and audited, by two members of the 
Chamber at each annual meeting. 

18. That the above rules be added to or altered only by a majority of 
the members of the Chamber present at a general meeting, of which 
previous notice of ten days has been given. 

19. That the foregoing rules be printed, and an authenticated copy 
subscribed by each member on admission, be kept as part of the recor 
of the Chamber. 


The Chairman said he did not purpose to ask them to pass 
these rules at the present mecting ; they could not then have 
sufficient time to examine and criticise them. They would, 
therefore, be printed and circulated among the members, and 
be considered at another meeting which would shortly be held. 
At the same time it scemed desirable, as this appeared to be a 
full meeting, to proceed to elect a committce, including a 
chairman and vice-chairman. It seemed rather out of order 
to elect a committee before these rules were passed, but un- 
less any gentleman present objected to Rule No. 9 (which em- 
powered the election of a committee) being passed at the pre- 
sent meeting, the election could be procceded with, 


A member said he did not sce why the rules as at present 
proposed should not be passed ut once—they had been seen by 
the subscribers. 

The Chairman explained that they had since undergone al- 
teration. 


After a general conversation which lasted for a few minutes, 
it was moved by Mr. Purdon, and seconded by Mr, Nissen, that 
Rule No. 9 be passed. 

The motion was carried unanimously, 


The Chairman said that the next thing they would have to 
do would be to proceed with the election of scven members to 
act as a committee, He requested those present to write down 
the names of whoever they proposed as members of committee, 
having the goodness to distinguish the names of those whom 
they sclected as chairman and vice-chairman. 

The election then took place with the following result :— 
Chairman of committee, Mr. Perceval ; Vice-chairman, Mr. 
Walkinshaw ; members, Messrs. Murray, P. Campbell, Gibb, 
Delano, and Reddie. 


The Chairman inquired whether any gentleman present had 
any proposition to make with regard to the business before 
them; if no gentleman had anything farther to say, he be- 
lieved the object of the meeting had been attained. At the 
next meeting, the rules and regulations would be again sub- 
mitted for approval. 

This closed the business.

‘The rules and regulations having been read accordingly, the Chairman 
stated that it was not proposed to pass them at this meeting, but that 
copies would be printed and circulated for the information of the mem~ 
bers, to be confirmed or revised at the next general meeting, which will be 
called at an early date, when the by-laws also to be adopted by the com- 
mittee will be submitted for consideration, It would, however, be neces- 

for the meeting to settle the number of members to compose the 
committee before “nceeding to elect them —in fact to make aa exception 
in favour of rule Nu.

It was then moved by Mr. Purdon, and! seconded by Mr. Nissen, —

CANTON. 

‘We mentioned in our last the case of Captain Libbey, an 
American, having shot the cook on board his vessel, the Orion. 
He has becn declared not guilty, and “ honourably acquitted ” 
‘of the offence charged, and a perusal of the evidence brought 
forward at the trial leads us to believe that this verdict is cor- 
rect, and that the case was one of “justifiable homicide.” 

The Friend of China is extremely severe.on our review, some 
time since, of Mr. Brown's book on Cochin China, the perusal 
of which has afforded them “a good deal of pleasure, and no 
small amount of intellectual profit.” We are leashed with Zhe 
Times in the reprimand which we receive, and are told that 
while the writers are deliberately blind to all that is good in 
the book, “all that is peccant is ungenerously commented on.” 
We can only say that we wrote without prejudice what we 
believed to be the truth, of Mr. Brown's narrative. 

Mr. H. 8. Parkes has returned from the North, to take up his 
former position as British Commissioner. It has been stated 
that Mr. Parkes will leave for Evgland to represent to our 
Government the difficultics of our position with regard to the 
contending parties in China. ‘There uppears, howevex, no 
ground for the rumour. 

It is said that there is no prospect of our troops leaving 
Canton until tho month of September next. 

‘A missionary expedition up the Canton river has lately been 
made, and places unvisited hitherto, as well as places more 
familiar, have been visited by the Rev. Dr. Legge and his 
two fricuds, Mr. Chalmers and Mr. Hawke, accompanied by the 
Doctor’s teacher, Yam, the church treasurer, A-muk, the col- 
porteur, Leong-nan-shing, and two scrvants. A full account of 
this interesting journey appears in the Overland Register of 
June 12, ‘The parly left Canton on the 1st of May, on board 
«beautiful Ho-tow, spacious, and bright with fresh paint and 
gilding.” Wherever they stopped the people came out of the 
fields, and were very friendly, eagerly receiving books. Pleasantly 
does Dx. Legge chronicle their route along the “ East River.” 
Mountain heights, noble streams, and meadows deliciously 
greon, are all described with feeling and delight. Once more 
he listeus to the skylark, and with that song, unheard for 
several years, the old joys of his boyhood come back once more. 
Thon they have pleasant walks along the river’s banks, and 
pleasant snatches of Scotch song or hymn reminds them of 
© Auld Lang Syne.” ‘The following extracts, taken from the 
letter, will, we think, interest our readers :— 

We landed not far from Hop-chuk Chow, near a Buddhist temple of 
small dimensions, but forming a striking object, built upon the side of the 
rock. We found it in good repair, and dedicated to T’am Scen-Shing, a 
man of the Sung dynasty, as the attendant priest told me. The pricst 
himself was in good condition, but on the way to bad, through 
the use of opium, for smoking which we found all the appa- 
ratus in readiness in his own apartment. On the wall | was 
‘a sheet tract, with illustrations, against the drowning of fema'e infants, 
which he gave me in exchange for a tract. Bad as Buddhism and 
Taouism are, it may be a question whether they do not keep before the 
people some moral lessons which it would he a pity to take from them 
violently. ‘The system must pass away gradually, as they are supplanted 
by the higher and completer teachings of the Gospel. 

Pok-lo, on lat. 23.10 and long. 114-23, is walled, like all other cities 
‘of the same degree in China, but it is not a place of large population 
or of flourishing trade. 1 should think the inhabitants may 
Shrount to about. 15,000. Shek-lung, on the west, and Wye-chow, to 
the cast, have attracted all the commerce of the district. Much of the space 
within the walls is unbuilt upon, and at the east end are two small 

leasant hills, the tops of which are largely composed of shells. The 
Fouses and shops are poor, the only exception being the temples and 
ancestral halls, It cannot be said of the Chincse, that they dwell in 
ceiled houces, while their gods are in mean habitations. We visited the 
temple of Confucius next day, and found images of the sage, of his 
four assessors, and of the twelve more distinguished of his followers. 
‘The mass of the disciples in the courts were only represented by their 
spirit-tablets, I had along conversation with the schoolmaster resident 
at it, who has under his training a few more advanced pupils. He seemed 
open enough to conviction, but happening to go by mistake into his bed- 
room, Ifound the opium pipe and lamp, ¢o that there is not much hope of bis. 





We resolved to spend the forenoon in distributing tracts and preaching in 
the strects, when, just as we were leaving the boat, four young gentlemen 
from the mga-moon came on board, and wished for some conversa- 
tion on ‘the doctrines of Jesus.” Idiscoureed to them for some time 
from the first raph of the Ist Cor., ch. xv. When they left us, we 
went on shore, and spent a toilsome couple of hours, though the people 
heard us gladly. 

By o'clock the boat was full of visitors—Christians that had been 
baptised last year, and friends who wished to be baptised now. Most 
applicants were from Chuk-un, but three brethren had come as far as 
from Nam-shea-t'ong and Movey-lung, two villages eight or ten miles 
on the way from Pok lo to Lo-fow mountain, and reported that there 
were many in their neighbourhood also who believed. I preached and 
exhorted from Acts xi. 19-23, and afterwards we examined about a dozen 
applicants. Three were from Pok-lo, and the rest from Chuk-un, All 
powened considerable knowledge, and could repeat the Commandments. 

‘here were two lads who were there contrary to the wishes of their friends, 
but they declared that they must obey God rather than man. One little 
fellow, only nine years old, was presented by his brother, and repeated ac- 
curately and distinctly nearly the whole of our Christian primer. Great 
pains must have been taken with him by his instructor; and this was one 
of the best proof of the genuineness of the whole movement. 











COCHIN CHINA. 

The news from Saigon is by no means favourable. The 
Freuch appear to make no progress in colonising the country, 
nor in subsidising its rulers. The mortality of the force is ex- 
cessive, and unless some terms be come to soon, further aug- 
mentations of troops will be required.

‘Anotification has just been issued by the acting Spavish Con- 
sul here, to the effect “that all foreign vessels leaving this port 
for Manila, Sual, Yloilo, and Zambuanga, as being the only ports 
opened to foreigh trade in the Philipine islands, without due 
documentation from the Spanish Consul at this place, such ves- 
sels will unavoidably incur a very heavy fine at their arrival at 
any of the above-named ports, besides other responsibilities to 
which these might be liable.”

BORNEO. 

H.M.'s steamer Charybdis, the Hon. Captain Vreane, returned 
to Singapore on the 15th June from Muka. Mr. St. John, the 
British Consul-General to Brune, proceeded up the river accom- 
panied by the armed bonts of the Charybdis, and delivered to 
the Chiefs of the place, Pangerans, Diepa, and Wahar, the 
Sultan’s frman ordering them to thrown down their defences, 
and receive Sir James Brooke as his representative. Mr. St. 
John was received with great respect, and implicit obedience to 
the behests of the Sultan was promised. The forts are sa:d 
not to be so strong as was supposed, and the feeling amongst 
the chiefs, as well as people, was in favour of submission. It 
was thought that Sheriff Massahore would give himself up if he 
received a promise that his life would be spared. 





JAVA. 

The news received by this mail is to the 14th of June, 
The programme of colonial policy of the new ministry in tho 
Netherlands had caused great disappointment. 

The news from the South and East division of Borneo con- 
tains nothing’ of importance. The result of a renewed and 
energetic attempt to capture Antasarie was still unasccrtained. 

"The earthquakes on the west coast of Sumatra still continued, 
but with less violence than at first. Accounts had been 
received of the great devastation caused by a sea quake on the 
island of Simoon on the 9th March, in which 778 persons pe- 
rished. 

Tutelligenco had been received by telegraph from Djocjocarta, 
of an attempt to excite a disturbance by a small party of sixty 
or seventy persons, which was at once repressed. Disaffection 
to the Netherlands rule appears to have had nothing to do 
with the affair, which arose entirely out of local events. 

There was a great dullvess in all mercantile affairs. The 
firm of Macmillan, Marten, and Co., at Sourabaya, had stopped 
payment. ‘The debts were estimated at 750,000 guilders, and 
it was feared that the assets would not nearly reach the half of 
that amount. 
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MALACCA STRAN. 
SINGAPORE, oo 
The Chinese pirates are again infesting the \j¢ of Siam and 


China Sea, and during the absence of the Charybay on the coast 
of Bomeo there is no steamer at Singapore capable + pursuing 
them. It seems a great error to leave Singapore and try trade 
in those seas unguarded, The Dutch Government acts more 
vigorously in this matter, and has a number of steamers cru. 
ing in different parts of the Archipelago for the suppression oO} 
racy. 

® ‘Onsine 10 the Singapore Rifle Volunteers had a match for 
two prizes ; one offered by the Governor and the other by the 
corps, Mr. Murray, a sub-officer of the corps, was declared victor, 
having scored nineteen shots, being the highest numbers at the 
three distances of 100, 150, and 200 yards. The next day 
the match was resumed, and Mr. Murray again carried off the 
prize, 

Her Majesty's steamer Chesapeake, bearing the flag of Rear- 
Admiral Jones, having left Hong Kong on the 21st May, ar- 
rived at Singapore on June, 8 en rewe for England. ‘ 

The French steam-ship Soune, Mons. Callas, arrived on the 
7th ult., having left Saigon on the 2nd with 293 passeugers, en 
route for Bourbon, 


The new steamer City of Nantes continues to run between 
this and Bankok, and is a great convenience to the public. She 
left on the 11th June for Bankok. 


The Scraits Times in noticing the “ transfer question,” says :

Swancuat.— Tea (Btack).—There has been very little passing since 
last report ; settlomonts anly reach 1 9NN ohests, say 1.0400 chests Ninechows 
24 to 25 taels, and 200 chests very commen Flowery Pekoe at 20 taels. 
‘Total settlements to date are now 76,780 chests against 272,950 same time 
last year. The stocks consist of 2000 chests Ningchow and 4,000 chests 
of other kinds of Congou, chiefly common ; 400 chests new and 300 
chests old Flowery Pekoe. Prices are without alteration, and the small 
stocks are firmly held for higher prices than are likely to be given at this 

eriod of the season. From Hankow musters of new teas have reached 
ere, and are found to be of very good quality. Nothing very 
reliable is known as to probable opening prices, but it is likely 
that they will leave a good margin for profit, if common prudence 
be exercised by buyers there.—In Greens there is little to report; on this 
market only 600} chests have been settled, the chief transactions again 
having taken place at Ningpo.

There have been as yet no arrivals of Scuchongs or Congous from the 
Sinchune district, About 100 chests of Flowery Pekoe are to hand, fur 
ther arrivals being shortly expected. Oolongs are not expected before a 
wweek hence, and Seented Tess, now in course of preparation, will be on 
the market in three or four days. The new Congou Market’ was opened 
on 3ist May at very irregular prices, ranging from 29 to 30 taels short, 
for second to first-class quality, to the extent of nearly 10.000 chests, one 
parcel of 204) chests, very inferior tea, only fetching 19 taeis short. 

Anoy.— The first of the new season's Orange Pekues are to hand to 
the extent of 6,190 4 chests, but out of these the pro jortion of really fine 
tea is very small. For the best €19 to $20 is asked, but the market has 
not yet been opened. A few musters of Congou have arrived. but tbese 
are not of the finest quality. No musters of finer quality Oolongs from 
the Ning-yong district are to hand. It is reported, however, that the finest 
will cost $25 to $26 laid down here, 

Canton.—The intelligence regarding the new Congous is very con- 
tradictory. That some Oonams and Oopacks may be expected shortly, 
there is no doubt. Advices overland have been received, stating that the 
market at Hankow for Oopacks has actually opened by the settlement of 
16 chops at 22 to 25 tacls short, and as these rates will pay the owners 
better than sending them to Canton, orders have, it is said, been sent 
up lurriedly to alter the destination of the teas. ‘The duty and 
freight on Hankow teas are estimated at 6 taels. It should be observed 
that the natural difficulties of the transit frem the western tea districts, are 
greatly increased as Canton is approached, on account of narrow passes, 
rapids, &c., and therefore it is that Hankow possesses the advantage over 
Canton, The intelligence from Hankow and Foo-chow relative to the 
new teas having naturally made foreigners less anxious to invest in old,

FRANCE. 

The Bulletin de Paris explains in the following terms the 
sudden reappearance of large amounts of silver coin in Paris 
and other great towns of France :— : 

“ During the monetary crisis which prevailed some three years ago the 
Bank of France purchased all the silver it could obtain, both in France 
and abroad. It was, indeed, at one moment so overstocked with silver as 
to have reason to fear the necessity of touching its reserve, It then made 
an arrangement with the Bank of England to deposit with it £50,000,000 
of silver, to receive in return a similar sum in gold. That contract was 
scarcely concluded when the news arrived that the war with China was 
ended, and the crisis in the United States took place. Gold was wanted 
for America and also for Italy, and the Bank employed that which it had 
procured. Meanwhile, China, instead of drawing silver from Europe as 
previously, sent us considerable quantities in payment of the war indem- 
nity. On the other hand, the expedition to Syria was drawing to a close, 
so that at the same time the demand for silver ceased and the demand for 
gold became more active; and this occurred at the very moment when 
the Bank of France was taking back the silver it had deposited with the 
Bank of England. Thus the metallic crisis caused by the scarcity of 
silver money now threatens to recur through the scarcity of gold coin.”

RUSSIA. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Sr, Pererspure, July 20. 

Accounts have been received here from Irkutzk to the 12th 
of June, stating that active measures are being taken to orga- 
nise a commercial club and establish an exchange in that city, 
the want of which was becoming deeply felt from the daily in- 
creasing traffic with China, and the necessity for which will 
become still more obvious when the frontier Custom-house is 
svuuyed from Kiaohta to Trkutzk as contemplated.~ A-Mr. 
Yourganoff, a merchant of Kiachta, who lately went to Ourga 
with an assortment of goods for sale to the Chinese, had 
yeturned and expressed himself perfectly satisfied with the 
result of his expedition, no impediments having been thrown 
in his way. On the contrary, he states that on his arrival at 
Ourga, the authorities sent a deputation to welcome him, had 
the best apartments in the hotel prepared for his reception, and 
treated him with the utmost consideration and politeness. The 
Mongolians at first exhibited much apathy in their purchases, 
though many of them had come-on purpose from great dis- 
tances, some as much as 500 wersts, but they afterwards made 
up for it to such a degree that there was but a poor assortment 
left for the Chinese to select from, and he has received some 
large orders for future delivery. Before his departure Mr. 
Yourganoff was asked by the authorities whether there were 
any sums still due to him on accounts not yet settled, inquir- 
ing also with evident interest whether other merchants would 
soon visit them? At his departure Mr. Yourganoff bought some 
horses without difficulty, and hired a string of camels, sponta- 
neously offered him by the Mongolians, to carry the brick tea 
and other commodities he had purchased as returns, and which 
he took with him from Ourga to Kiachta, 

A fourth caravan, belonging to the house of Paramanoff, 
started from Kiachta on the 6th of June for Ourga, the beasts 
of burthen having been hired of Mongolians at the very mode- 
rate rate of 35} copecks per pood of 40 Ibs. for the whole dis- 
tance. 

A letter of the 21st of May, from Sclenghisk, mentions as a 
fresh instance of the advantages arising out of the Treaty 
between Russia and China, the arrival in that town of Tasan- 
day, the head partner and manager of the great Peking firm 
of Kynhe-Sine-Ty, who came from the Chinese capital to pay 
a visit to his old friend Startzoff, and concert measures with 
him for realising his most ardent wish of proceeding in person 
to Russia, to acquaint himself practically with the way in which 
business is conducted in this country with a view of introduc- 
ing it into Chiua, Ho stated that sevoral other merchants of 
Peking entertain similar views, and that their arrival may shortly 
be expected. 





HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AmstervaM, July 23. 
‘The flourishing state of the fiuances of this country has again 
permitted the Government to bringin a Bill to the Second 
Chamber for authorisation to purchase Dutch funds at the 
market price, to the amount of three millious of florins, to be 


cancelled and go towards the gradual extinction of the national 
debt. In the explanations accompanying the proposal, the 
Minister of Finances dwelt with great satisfaction on the 
general position and prospects of the country. Within the 
next eight years the emancipation of the slaves in the colonies 
would be completed, the river communication with the sea im- 
proved, the railroads constructed, and the navigable ship canal 
to the North Sea be dug, and notwithstanding the enormous 
expense of these national undertakings, there would still remain 
in the Treasury a surplus of eight millions of florins. Govern- 
ment also brought in another Bill to enable them to apply twenty 
millions of florins from the surplus of this year’s revenue (ten 
millions this year and as muchin the next) towards the com- 
pletion of the network of railroads. The lines to be commenced 
immediately are those between Arnheim and Zutphen, Breda 
and Tilburg, Harlingen and Leeuwarden, Rosendaal and Bergen- 
op-Zoon, and Alkmaar and Nieuwe Deep. 

In reply to © question with reference to the position to be 
assumed by Holland in tho complications in North America, 
put by a member of the Second Chamber, the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs stated that the Government would strictly 
follow the same course of neutrality as that adopted during the 
Crimean war ; that they adhere to the principles laid down by 
the Congress of Paris in 1856; that the prohibition of pri- 
vateers with and without prizes from entering Dutch ports 
would be extended to the colonies; ond that the right of 
search was excluded, though only applicable to vessels not sail- 
ing under convoy. 

Tu my last I informed you of the notice given in the Second 
Chamber by Mr. Van Bosse to ask the Colonial Minister if the 
figures and documents published by Mr. Money, in his late 
work on Java, are to be considered as official. The inter- 
pellation was made on the 13th inst., when the Minister in 
reply stated there was every reason to believe them to be 
substantially correct, and derived from communications made 
by the Governor-General, that he was perfectly ready to pro- 
duce the documents in question, and that he had already 
for that purpose written out by the last mail to India as the 
quickest way of obtaining them, for as they go back as far 
as the year 1817 it would take too much time to extract 
them from the books in the Record-office in this country. 

His Excellency Baron Stoet van de Beele, the newly-appointed 
Governor-general of Netherlands India, has postponed his de- 
parture for his scat of government, and it is now understood 
he will go out by the overland route in the month of Septem- 
ber next. 

It is stated on good authority that Mr. Goudswaard, manag- 
ing director of the Netherlands Trading Company, has tendered 
his resignation to the King. 

The following gentlemen connected with India have been no- 
minated Knights of the Royal Order of the Netherlands Lion : 
—Mr. S. van Deventer, jun., Resident of Banjoemaas ; Mr. A. 
W. Kinder de Camarecq, Resident of Bagalen ; Mr. H. M. An- 
drée-Wiltens, Resident of Padang; and Mr, H, W. du Cloux, 
Director of Finances and Domains in Netherlands India. 

Captain F. G. Steck, of the East India army, now on Icave of 
absence to this country, has received the Royal license and per- 
mission to accept and wear the insignia of a Knight of the 
First Class of the Order of Philip the Maguanimous, conferred 
on him by H.R.H. the Grand Duke of Hesse-Darmstadt. 

Mr. A Prins, Vice-President of the Supreme Court of Nether- 
tands India, and Mr. H. C. van der Wyk, member of the same 
court, have been gazetted as Knights Grand Commander of the 
Crown of Oak ; and Captain H. F. Versteg, of the E.I. Eugi- 
neera, and Radhen Adhipatti Tjokro Negoro, Regent of Banjoc- 
maas, to be Knights of the same Order. 

Dr. N. J. Hoorweg, of the University of Leyden, has been 
appointed by the King, on the recommendation of the Colonial 
Minister, to the important and influcntial post of Chief Pro- 
fessor of the Faculty of Philosophy in the High School called 
the Gymnasium of Willem III., at Batavia, 

On the arrival of the alarming intelligence of the late incffec- 
tual attempt to assassinate the King of Prussia at Baden-Baden, 
the King of the Netherlands immediately despatched his prin- 
cipal aide-de-camp, Major-General Count van Lynden, to con- 
gratulate his Prussian Majesty on his miraculous escape. 

A writer in the New Holterdam Courant complains of the 
arbitrary conduct pursued by the Netherlands Trading Com- 
pany. According to the 89th Paragraph of their Charter, the 
Directors are bound to give notice of their intention to charter 








vessels for tho shipment of produce, as well as for the purchase 
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of all goods and stores they require, and to advertise for com- 
petitive tenders or inscription, or any other mode usually 
resorted to amongst merchants, as may be considered most 
advantageous for the interests of the Company. But in spite 
of this regulation the Company lately bought a parcel of oats 
for shipment to Australia, and gave the order privately to a 
corn merchant at Groningen in the way of decided favoritism. 
In the same way the President of the Factory ot Java lately 
chartered, without advertising for tenders, the Dutch ship 
Jacob Roggeveen, belonging to the eminent firm of Messrs. 
Trakranen and.Co., of Amsterdam, at 100 florins for coffee 
from Menado to Holland, whilst other vessels were seeking 
freights at 65 florins. 

On the 11th inst, the works for the new naval dock at 
Willemsoord were commenced, the first stone being laid by 
Vice-Admiral D. Byl de Vroe with masonic ceremonies, in the 
presence of a large concourse of naval and civil authorities 
and an imposing crowd of spectators, 

The number of books published in Holland in 1860 was 
1,963, being 133 more than in the preceding year. 

Ou the proposal of the Academical Senate of Delft, it has 
been resolved to cclebrate the fourth lustrum of the Royal 
Academy in that city (in June, 1862) by a costumed pro- 
cession on the part of the students there. The subject selected 
for the festive occasion is “an historical romantic tableau of 
India offering Allegiance to the Batavian Republic in the 
person of Prince Maurice of Nassau.” This allegiance was 
yeally offered by a special embassy from the Sultan Alciden 
Riotza Lillo Lahe Felalam, King of Achem (Atsyn) in Sumatra, 
on the 4th of September, 1602. 

From the report of the Netherlands Bible Society for the 
past year, it appears that the receipts were 77,544 florins, and 
the expenses 53,171 florins, Mr. Roorda was busily engaged in 
the laborious work of completing the New Testament in the 
Javanese language, whilst Mathes and others were employed in 
the trauslation of the Macassar Chrestomatie. A new and 
improved edition of the translation of the Bible in the Malay 
language is in great state of forwardness, 

A letter from Harderwyk states that a detachment of 150 
men, supplementary troops, under the command of Captain G. 
J. Eschauzier, of the East India Infantry, returning to duty 
from leave of absence to this country, aud accompanied by 
Lieutenants A. Lamot and A. J. Beck, and Quartermaster H.

Captain-Licutenant J. O. H. Arntzenius, R.N., is appointed 
naval aide-de-camp to H.R.H. Prince Henry, vice Rear-Admiral 
May, promoted to the chief command of the naval forces in 
Netherlands India, 

HLN.M. first class screw corvette Djambi (which lately re- 
tumed from the East India station), Captain M. J. Jansen, 
R.N,, left Nieuwe Decp on the 17th inst. under steam for 
Caragao, after exchanging parting salutes with the guard-ship 
aud batteries at -that port. 

A vessel lately arrived here from Charleston, S.C. (the Gauss, 
Captain Wicting), has brought over 124 Germans, who have 
left America for fear of being compelled to take up arms in 
the war that has unhappily commenced in that country.

PETITION AGAINST THE CHINESE INDEMNITY. 

The following is «copy of a petition against the Chinese inderonity, 
which was presented to the House of Lords by Earl Grey, on Wedaesday, 
June 19th, and to the House of Commons by Mr. Somerset Beaumont, 
M.P., on Tuesday, June 18th. The petition was placed in the hands of 
Earl Grey and Mr. Beaumont by a deputation from the Newcastle Foreign 
Affairs Association. Earl Grey expressed to the deputation his agree- 
ment with everything contained in the petition :— 

To the Honourable the Commons of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, in Parliament assembled, 

‘Tho Petition of the Newcastle Foreign Affairs Association, SHowETH— 

(1) That @ treaty and a convention have been reeentty ---nteted 
botwoon Har Majecty the Quoom aed Iie Mfejeny ine Emperor of China, 

(2) That the consent of His Majesty the Emperor of China to the 
said ‘treaty and convention has been obiained by means of hostile opera~ 
tions, directed by Her Majesty’s Ambassadors to the Court of Peking. 

‘3) That these hostile operations have been undertaken and carried on 
pile the observance of those legal and constitutional forms, without 
the observance of which all acts of war are piracy and murder. 

(4) That it has been untruly alleged, as a pretext for the unlawful em- 

Joyment of force against the Empire of China, that His Majesty the 
Baperor had committed acts in violation of the law of nations, and of his 
treaty engagements with Her Majesty the Queen. 

(5) That, on the contrary, the hostilities which resulted in the said 
treaty and convention were commenced at Canton, in the year 1856, and 
were resumed at Taku, in the year 1859, by the naval and military forces 
of Her Majesty the Queen, as much without just cause as without those 
legal forms without which even just wars are unlawful. 

(6) ‘That up to the year 1834 the trade with China was conducted by 
the East India Company. 

(7) That subsequently to that period the superintendence of trade with 
China has been a function of the Forei ice. 

(8) ‘That, under the pretext of superintending the trade with China, 
the Foreign Office has been engaged since the year 1834 in carrying out, 
by such unlawful means as aforesaid, a scheme of aggression against the 
Empire of China, and has used for this purpose the superintendents of 
trade in China, 

(9) That, after a long interval of peace, the recommencement of hos- 
tilities with China in the year. 1856 has been characterised by a new and 
alarming feature, the French, American, and Russian Governments having 
been invited to combine in extorting concessions from the Government 
of China. 

(10) That if this country had had any just cause of complaint against 
the Emperor of China, it was competent to Her Majesty's servants to 
have obtained redress by lawful means. 

(11) That the course actually pursued, and which has resulted in the con- 
clusion of the aforesaid treaty and convention, has also resulted in the French 
occupation of China, and in the attainment by Russia of territorial and 
other advantages in China, as the price of the good offices of her agents 
in acting as mediators between the Chinese Government and the English 
and French Ambassadors; 80 that'the interests no le:s than the honour of 
England have been thereby sacrificed. 

(12) That under these circumstances no part of the aforesaid treaty 
and convention between Her Majesty the Queen and His Majesty the 
Emperor of China can be held otherwise than as null and void. 

(13) That the main provision of the said treaty, to the effect that an 
Ambassador from Her Majesty the Queen shall reside at the Court of 
Peking, is in itself contrary to the law of nations, no less than repugnant 
to the natural sense of mankind. 

(14) That it is provided by the aforesaid convention, that the sum of 
8,000,000 taels (42,666,666) shall be paid to her Majesty as an indem- 
nity for the expense incurred by the aforesaid hostilities against China. 

(15) That on a recent occasion of war carried out against a power 
which menaces all Europe, by Her Majesty's army and navy, and at a 
heavy expenditure of treasure, no indemnity was, at the conclusion of the 
peace, so much as asked by Her Majesty's servants, 

(16) That it is further provided by the samc convention, that this sum 
(2,666,666) shall be collected quarterly out of the gross revenues of the 
Chinese customs. . ¥ 

(17) That it is further provided by the same convention that until the 
aforeeaid sum of £2,666,666 shall in such manner have been collected, 
Her Majesty's forces shall continue to occupy the territory of China at 
four points, viz., Taku, Tien-tsin, the coast of Shan-tung, and Canton, 
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(18) That the Earl of Elgin, in a despatch to Her Majesty’s Minister 
of Btate for Foreign Affairs, dated Peking, October 25, 1860, has stated 
that the collection of the aforesaid sum will occupy four years.

A Siamese Parsunt.—M. Etienne Gallois, assistant librarian of the 
Senate, who bas written a work on the relations of France with the king- 
dom of Siam, was a few days ago invited by the Abbé de La Renau 
the missionary interpreter of the Siamese ambassadors, to visit him at his 
hotel in the Champs Elysées.

Sin James C. Mutvite, K.C.B.—We regret to have to announce the 
death of Sir James C. Melvill, K.C.B., which took place on the 23rd inst. 
His name has been familiar to all who have been connected with Indian 
affairs during the last thirty years, He occupied a high and influential 
position in the home service of the East India Company, shortly before 
whose political death in 1858 he retired, having served the Company 
zeal and ability tor balf a ceutury. He was the eldest of tour sos of Cap- 
tain Mlelvill, Governor of Pendennis Castle, in Cornwall. This officer, who 
was in the Royal army, commenced his career in India, and was among 
those who were taken prisoners upon the defeat of Colonel Baillic’s foree in 
1780 by Hyder Ali, the grandfather of the present Gholam Mahomed. 
Sir James Melvill entered the home service of the East India Company at 
an early age. He soon displayed those qualities which distinguished his 
future career, and he rose by rapid steps to the highest perma..cnt position 
atthe Kast India House, being appointed. in 1884, Chici Secretary, 
which office he held till hie retirement in 1858. He was also Government 
Director of the Indian railway companies. He was at one period, we bee 
lieve, offered high office under the Crown, but he resisted the invitation, 
and remained a faithful and zealous servant of the East India Company. 
He was always regarded as an eminent authority on all questions of In- 
dian policy, and he was among the first whuse opinions were tak 
Parliamentary inquiry. In the discharge of his public duties he 
the highest integrity und zeal to bear upon a clear and vigorous intellect. 
His death will be mourned by a large eircie of admirers,

COMMERCIAL CAPABILITIES OF WESTERN CHINA. 

A Lerrer from Tien-tsin, published in The Times of the 19th 
inst., corroborates the statement we have frequently made that, 
“intercourse with the Chinese country people has in all cases 
“ proved that they cherish no prejudices against foreigners ; 
“but, on the contrary, are anxious to promote intercourse.” 
The same letter, after dwelling upon the difficulties of commer- 
cially reaching the central and western provinces of the 
Empire from the east, expresses the opinion,—“ that if money 
“ig to be spent in opening up China, our best course is to 
© penetrate to the great central valleys by the overland route to 
“ the western provinces.” 

We c:nnot but be gratified to find the opinions we have so 
often strongly advocated thus supported in the columns of our 
leading journal. The publication of this letter is the more valu- 
able, inasmuch as it confirms the opinion expressed in a city 
article of The Times so long back as the 9th March, 1860. It 
algo justifies the remarks, made last December in the same jour- 
nal, with reference to the reply given by the Foreign-office to 
tho memorials of the Yorkshire and Manchester Chambers of 
Commerce, praying Her Majesty’s Ministers to open up commerce 
with Western China, by the route from Rangoon to Esmok. 
Our knowledge of the five provinces which comprise Western 
China is mainly derived from the researches of a few travellers 
who havo boldly penetrated into the country animated by the 
spirit of adventure, the love of science, or by the laudable 
desire to open a path for commercial enterprise. Of recent 
authorities on the subject the Abbé Huc is one of the most 
notable; but he descended into the fertile plains of China at 
the north-west of Se-chuen, and did not traverse the vast and 
wealthy province of Yunnan. Dr. Rrcnarpson and Colonel 
McLyop have given, in manuscript, most valuable itineraries 
of their missions, before we acquired the province of Pegu, to 
open a line of commerce with China from Moelmyen across 
the Tanon-Tong-Ghee mcuatains, which lic between the Tenas- 
sorim provincos and tho Siamese Shan States of Labong, 
Lagong and Zimmai. Those missions were despatched for 
commercial objects by the Government of India after the first 
Burman war ; and though, owing to the length and difficulties 
of that route and the jealousy of the Zimmai chiefs, their 
main object proved unsuccessful, we are indebted to them for 
the most valuable accounts we possess of the Shan States of 
Burmah and Siam, lying between our Pegu territory and China. 
OF the provinces which may be regarded as forming the 
Western half of China proper, Yunnan and Se-chuen are the 
most westerly and by far the largest and most important. 
And from the manuscript of Captain and Mr. Serve, to which 
wo have already confessed our obligation, we shall now describe, 
as briefly as possible, the products and capabilities of these 
two Chinese provinces; premising that the provinces adjoining 
them, viz, Kweichow, Chensi, Kansu, &, are, in their degreo, 
equally fertile and of equal commercial value. 

Yunnan, they state from Du Hatpg, is one of the richest 
provinces in the empire. It contains twenty-one cities of 
tho first order, and fifty-five of the second and third 
o:der. Access to every part of it is afforded by navi- 





gable rivers and lakes which create an extraordinary fer- 


tility of the soil, Much of the country is mountainous and 
abounds with mineral wealth ; indeed, it ia said in this respect, 
to be the richest of all the provinces of China, exporting gold, 
silver, copper, zinc, various stones, and marbles of great value. 
The valleys yield indigo, and other dyes, wax, gums, oils, wool, 
hemp, and textile fibres of the finest description. Yunnan is 
also celebrated as a tea-growing district, of which the more ordi- 
nary sorts are exported to Thibet and Tartary, in cakes; while 
in a department called Purrh the most precious and highly 
priced tea is grown of any produced in China Pass- 
ing with Du Hauge from city to city of this noble 
provinces we find that the capabilities they possess 
for commerce cannot be surpassed: and we must also. 
remember that the rich products of Yunnan—a few only of 
which we have enumerated—are all in the hands of a dense 
trading population, who would be certain to improve every op- 
portunity of selling or exchanging the products of their country ; 
for the Chinaman in Yunnan has the same passion for trade 
which the Chinaman exhibits in Hong Kong or Shanghai. He 
proves this by the labour he at present undergoes in carrying 
his wares to Thibet, to Tartary, to Zimmai, to Moni, and Ama- 
rapoora. But the energy thus evinced would be doubly roused 
by such a prospect of direct and speedy returns as it is- 
in our power to offer him, A province which abounds with tea 
and silk—not to mention its many other precious objects of 
merchandise—and which is but a short distance from our Pegu’ 
territory, will be equally benefited with ourselves by free 
commercial intercourse. ‘lo this intercourse the prejudices 
of the Western Mandarins and people oppose no barrier ; for, 
according to Ricarpson and McLop, they are ready to afford. 
every fucility to trade. Neither is it the case, as in Japan, that 
an influential body in the State is opposed. to the influx 
of foreigners. The real difficulty, if difficulty it can be called, 
rests with ourselves ; and this difficulty is one which proper 
action on the part of our Government, combined with British 
energy and capital, will speedily remove. In describing to the 
Geographical Society the extraordinary fertility of Yunnan, the 
treasures hidden in its mines, and the general capabilities of 
this province, and of those adjoining it, Captain and Mr. SprYE 
were not satisfied with stating their own impressions, but ac- 
cumulated an amount of corroborative testimony which cannot 
but convince the most sceptical. 


It is surely then high time that our merchants should be 
brought into commercial intercourse with the many millions of 
inhabitants of these, as yet, commercially unknown half of China 
And if we look at the rivers of Yunnan, spanned, as many of 
them are known to be, with good bridges, and covered with 
trading junks, if we observe how the hills are terraced and cul- 
tivated to the very summits, and how these people have forced 
nature to satisfy their wants by making, as Le Cowre says, 
“ artificial plains where she had raised mountains,” can we 
doubt that the energy and industry thus evinced will be equally 
shown in trading with ourselves, and that in removing the 
slight obstructions that at present exist, we shall be met half way 
by the good wishes and cordial co-operation of the Chinese? 
Passing from Yunnan to Se-chuen, we enter the largest pro- 
vince in China, It measures about 170,000 square miles, 
of which more than ten millions of acres are under cultivation, 
and the population fully equals if indeed it does not exceet 
that of the united kingdoms. This province, as our readers 
are aware, is watered by the many streams which form the 
upper Yang-tse river. It is remarkable for the quantity and 
value of the silk and tea it produces, and is also rich in mines 
of iron, tin, and lead, in amber, loadstones, and lapis lazuli. 
‘Che best rhubarb comes from Se-chuen, and here the sugar 
cane is largely cultivated. Musk deer and horses are plentiful : 
and the latter are said to be the best in China, Listen to what 
the Abbé Huc says of this province :— 

« Vast plains covgred with rich harvests of wheat and other kinds of 
corn alternate with mountains crowned with forests, magnificently fertile 
valleys, lakes abounding with fish, and navigable rivers. Such is the fer- 
tility of the province, that it is said the produce of a single harvest cannot 
be consumed in it in ten years. Great numbers of textile and tinctorial 
plants are cultivated here, among others the herbaceous indigo, which 

ives a fine blue colour, and a kind of hemp from which extremely 

ine and delicate fabrics are produccd. On the hills are fine 

plantations of tea, of which the most exquisite kinds are kept 
for the epicures of the province. It is to Se-chuen that the 
hharmacists from all the provinces of the empire send their travellers to 
if in their stocks of medicinal plants.” M. Huc adds, “that the manners 
of the people are much superior to those of the other provinces, and that 
they are a fine robust race of men.” 
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The few remarks we have made and the extract we have 
given will at least serve to show that in Western China o 
elements exist for a magnificent and wholly new commerce 
with this country and with India. Its provinces, as wo have 
shown*, can, if our rulers please, be made accessible from 
Rangoon in the Bay of Bengal, and trade with them will not 
diminish but rather encoutage commerce with the eastern 
seaports of China. The products yielded in the West of the 
Empire are exactly those which we require; and that the 
people generally are eager for trade has been testified by every 
traveller who has approached the country. Indeed, upwards of 
twenty years ago, when MoLzrop visited Kiang-Hung, not 
only did the Chinese traders frequently express the desire to 
traffic with us, and to have a road opened for that purpose 
from the Bay of Bengal, but even the Chincse authorities of 
the West, aud the intervening ruling Princes of Kiang-Hung 
and Kiang-Tung proffered to him for our merchants every en- 
eouragement in their power to give, with the assurance that 
no duties should be imposed. That wish and disposition has 
been greatly increased by the subsequent turn of events in 
Eastern China. What, then, remains for us but to open the 
Western door from which our war successes to the eastward 
have withdrawn every bolt, and of which we hold the key in 
our hands? Surely such an opening for their enterprise can- 
not be undervalued by our merchants of the present day, or 
be left by them supinely to the proverbial vis inertie of states- 
men and officials, and to years of routine correspondence 
between London and Calcutta. 


OCCUPATION FOR THE TROOPS AT TIEN-TSIN. 

Ovr troops at Ticn-tsin are beginning to feel the dreariness 
of their position, now that their “occupation’s gone,” and 
many have been the complaints and murmurs at the prospect 
of another winter passed in the Liverpool of China. The 
truth is, our soldiers would uot be worth their salt if they did 
not love work, and work does not appear to be forthcoming. 
But why should they not be employed in effecting one of 
those peaceful victories which it is within our power to gain, 
and which will give us a higher prestige among the Chinese 
than any successful fighting could secure. 

From Tien-tsin to the capital of the Empire is about thirty 
miles. It would be quite practicable to lay down a railroad 
over that distance. There are engineers at Tien-tsin, there are 
sappers and miners ; engines and rails could be procured from 
Calcutta ; and there are ready hands in abundance who would 
join in the work. We apprehend that there would be little 
difficulty in gaining the permission of the Government—we 
are sure that thero would be no practical difficulty in the work 
itself which British energy could not overcome. We throw 
thiv out as a suggestion, believing that the work would benefit 
the health of our soldiers during the coming winter, consolidate 
ovr position in the country, and compel the Chinese, in the 
best possible manner, to do homage to the barbarians. 


THE CANTON CLAIMS. 6 


Oonr readers will remember that in the month of May last 
an influential deputation waited on Lord Jony Russeun upon the 
subject of the Canton claims. It is a curious fact that in the 
same month the merchants in China whose rightful claims 
were thus urged upon the attention of the Government drew 
up themselves a memorial to our Foreign Secretary, represent- 
ing the extreme hardship of the case, and the injustice of allow- 
ing the matter to remain any longer in abeyance. So long back 
as 1858 the whole question was officially considered by Mr. 
RorsEerForD Axcock, and as the claims were passed by that 
gentleman, it was understood that they would be settled with- 
out unnecessary delay. This is stated in the Ictter now ad- 
dressed to our Foreign Secretary, but we mention it as affording 
another proof, among many, of the tardiness of official routine: 
even when the pressing distress of individuals demands prompt 
and speedy action. This memorial states the case so fully and so 
clearly, and our own views on the subject have been expressed 
so recently, that it will be needless for us to introduce the docu- 
ment by any further preface :—

My Lord,—As the representatives of what are known as the “ Canton 
claims,” the amount of lowes sustained through the destruction of the 
foreign factories at Canton by the Chinese in the latter part of 1856, we 
venture to bring this long-deferred matter under your lordship’s notice, 
having already exhausted ery means of application to the Government 
authorities in this part of the world. ‘The claims were closely scrue 
tinised by Mr. Rutherford Alcock, the officer deputed by 
the Queen's special Envoy, Lord Elgin, to examine them 

in the year 1858, and all that where then passed as being regular it was 
understood would be liquidated with the least possible delay. Nothing, 
however, has been done, and to the various applications, both personal and 
in writing. made by different parties interested, no defini‘e reply has been 
returned either by Lord Elgin or the resident Minister, Mr. Bruce, which 
induces us to believe that they were not in a position finally to settle the 
claims without your lordehip’s instructions, 

‘We would respectfully bring to your lordship’s notice the inconvenience 
and hardship to private merchants of having withheld from them for » 
period of up of four years sums for which the very considerable 
‘amount of two millions of taels, not far abort of seven hundred thousand 

unds sterling, has been set apart by treaty, It is now seven months 
since the convention of Peking was signed by which it was stipulated 
that the indemuity should be paid by regular instalments, and although 
considerable amounts have already been paid by the Chinese Government 
in pursuance of such stipulation, not a dollar has been appropriated to li- 
quidating mercantile claims, nor has any intimation whatever been made to 
the claimants as to when they may expect payment. 

Your lordship is doubtless aware, if not from other sources, from the 
lucid statement given by the late President of the United States in his last 
Message, that American claimants for the Canton losses of 1856 have al~ 
ready received the greater part of the amounts due to them. They have, 
moreover, been allowed interest upon their claims at the customary rate in 
this country of 12 per cent. per annum. French claimants, we believe, 
have likewise been fully satisfied. We therefore earnestly beg that your 
lordship will be pleased. to give the necessary directions to the officers of 
Government in China to proceed forthwith to the liquidation of these 
Canton claims, and to admit 12 per cent. per annum interest, in addition 
to each claim, so far at all events as the two million taele reserved by 
treaty will extend. We cannot for a moment doubt that the mercantil 
claims will be made a first charge upon the moneys now being collected 
from the Chinese“Government, on the double ground that private debts in- 
curred under such circumstances should take precedence of national debts, 
in consequence of the severe individual distress which their indefinite 
postponement would occasion, an argumentthat could in no way apply 
to the finances of the nation; and, secondly, at a simple act of justice, 
inasmuch as the claims now pressed on your lordship's favourable notice 
had their origin months, indeed years, before the Government expendi- 
ture, for which an indemnity was granted, had been incurred.

FROM CANTON TO HANKOW IN 1655 AND IN 1861. | 


THE quaint story designated “The Exact Relation of the 
Embassy seut by the East India Company of the United Pro- 
vinces to the Grand Tartar Cham, or Emperor of China,” in 
the year 1655, presents us with a few interesting facts relative 
to the journey which three Englishmen and one American have 
been making from Canton to Hankow during the present year. 
The Dutch East India Company’s Ambassadors and these gen- 
tlemen took the same route, and the folio which contains the 
account presents us with curious pictures of the very localities 
which they both visited. Here we have the narrative of a 
journcy from Canton to Peking made in the reign of the first 
Emperor of: the present Dynasty, Kang-hee, which corresponds 
in many particulars with the account given of the recent 
journcy in tho China Mail. Our modern travellers are en 
route for IIaukow, and intend to drop down the Yang-tsc and 
to call at Shanghai, wo presume, on their voyage home. The 
Dutchmen and our friends of Hong Kong both enjoyed Imperial 
authority for making the jouruey ; the former, indecd, had a 
special permit, the latter, thanks to our late successful diplo- 
tacy in China, received their leave to travel in common with 
all civilised nations who are in the enjoyment of treaty rights. 
The Dutch Ambassadors hoisted the yellow Imperial flag as 
their ensign, where the roving Britishers may now in safety 
float their Union Jack, other explorers, the Tri-colour or the 
Stars and Stripes. We have often asserted our belief 
that the old accounts by the Jesuits and the travellers in China 
of the seventeenth century were worthy of credit, and although 
perhaps highly coloured, we have always felt that they con- 
tained much that was true and genuine. The journcy of these 
enterprising travellers now proves us to be right, by the re- 
markable coincidence which exists between their account and 
the story of the Dutch Embassy. 

The Ambassadors sailed from Batavia on the 14th of June, 
1655, about ten years after the Tartar conquest in China, and 
in the course of a month they reached the Canton river, and 
after a good deal of ceremony on the part of the Chinese they 
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ived at Canton, whore they were entertained by the Viceroy 
fsgenior and the Viceroy junior. After sundry compliments, the 
native authorities strove to extort a large sum, some hundred 
thousand taels of silver, but the honest Dutchmen were averse 
to this, and determined to depart, replying, that “it was not 
“their design or intention to buy the permission of a free- 
“trade in China.” The Viceroys, however, advised them to 
await the reply from Peking ou the subject, and finally suc- 
ceeded in “squeezing” the Ambassadors to the amount of 135 
taels, with which they were so much pleased that they made 
an entertainment, and dressing in all their brave attire, did 
honour to the new comers. After staying six weeks at Canton, 
they at last obtained a pass to proceed to Peking. They ap- 
pear to have taken the same route as our modern travellers 
have done ; they mention the rapids of the river, and the tug- 
ging of the boat by “track-men,” but it is not until they reach 
Taing-yuen, which they call Cingyoen, that we can reconcile the 
different accounts of the travellers. They came first te a village 
which they call Sahu, pleasantly situated a few miles above Canton, 
and two days after they reached the city of Xantsin. The 
country was then suffering from the effects of the recent Tartar 
invasion, which had left some great cities ia rains and made 
slaves of the whole population. 7sing-yuen is said to be eighty- 
seven miles from Cauton, and about ten miles above the place 
itself is the remarkable pass or gorge through which the river 
has made its way. The work befure us presents a picture of 
the rugged cliffs and gigantic rocks which skirt the river's 
course at this place, and along the ridges of its rocky banks 
runs a pathway for foot-passcugers, and for the towing “ track- 
men.” The Dutch account calls it Szag-wanhab, which ac- 
cords with the proper orthography Yeing-yuen-hap. The pic 
ture reminds us of scenes on the upper Ruine, and wants only 
the fortresses of the middle ages which that river can boast of, 
to constitute this a rival of the “beautiful Rhine.” In due 
course the Dutchmen reached Jngtak (by the moderns spelt 
Ying-tuk), the descciption of which by the Dutch is worth 
giving here. We may carry on the illusion and suppose our- 
selves travelling up the Bhine, with its Lurlei-felsen and many 
echoing rocks. “Tho ‘echo’ in the Yxiny-yuon Pass,” says our 
Canton friend, “is loud and clear. Even the explosion of 
© small Chinese crackers equals the report of a musket fire.” 
But to return to the account of Ying-tuk by the Dutch. 
“ This small city lies very pleasant upon a corner of the river 
« on the right side, over agninst the mountain Seng-won-hab ; it 
“ is fortified with high walls, and beantified with stately houses, 
“and magnificeat idol temples ; surrounded with pleasant hills, 
delightful in prospect, tre suburbs well and sufficient, which 
“ was formerly very rich aud populous, and is provided with a 
“ safe harbour for vessels agaiust the impetuous current of the 
“ river.” They say, too, that a pagoda stands at the entrance 
to the harbour, Near t: Ying-tuk is the celebrated idol- 
temple and rock the Auan-yin-gan, where, in the sides of a 
huge precipice, appears a temple to the Guddess of Mercy. The 
Dutchmen and our modern travellers alike speak of this place. 
“ It lies on the river side,:s you may observe (nnd they have 
« given a good sketch of it), ina solitary, wild, and mountainous 
country ; your first approaches conduct you up with conve- 
“nient stone steps, afier which you make your way through 
blind paths and cavernous passes, forced with mnch art and 
“industry.” Tho engraving ckvs out the scanty description, 
but we trust that 2 more lively picture of this interesting and 
picturesque spot will be shortly forthcoming, for we beg to 
differ from the writer to the China Mui, where he says that 
“ pen and paper are insufficient to report” on some incidents in 
the trip. Wherever nature and art combine to form a beauti- 
ful picture that picture may be depicted, only the colours, like 
those of an eminent painter of the English School, must be 
“mixed with brains.” 

We have every reason to believe that this Dutch account is 
credit-worthy, aud we hope to give a fuller description of it 
before long. After reaching Srchv, which is also called Yaocheu, 
and which corresponds to Skee-ne-chow of the letter in the China 
Mail, the Dutchinen procecde amid rapids and strong currents, 
through region of mountains picturesque in the extreme. 
They moution the “ Five Horses Heads,” which is perhaps the 
same as Man-tow-shan, which they mistook for Ma-tow-shan, the 
“ Horses Head Mountain.” We should think that the camera 
of some enterprising traveller might be filled with many a 
Pretty photographic gem from these regions, and if elucidated by 
an “Albert Smith,” the story would find attentive listeners 
here in England, 











Parliamentary intelligence, 


HOUSE OF LORDS. 
From Jury J0rx to Jury 24tn. 

(lth.) The Royal Assent was given to several Bills by commission. The 
‘Tramways (Ireland) Act Amendment Bill, on the motion of Lord Crane 
RICARDE, was reud a second time. The Poor Law Assessment (Scotland) 
Bill, and the Ports and Harbours Bill passed through Committee. —Lorc 
GRANvILte, in reply te Lord WrerMeaTH, stated that it was not the Mm. 
tention of the Government to introduce any measure to control the speed 
of railway engines. 





THE MORRILL TARIFF. 

(12th.) Lord Cannarvon asked the Duke of Newcastle whether the 
Government had received any information that goods sent from this coun= 
try to Canada via Portland, and which were conveyed through Portland 
by railway in Lond were subjected to an examination at the Custom-howe 
at Portland, causing grest delay, and, in some cases, great loss, since the 
Morrill Tariff had come into operation. He also asked whether any repre= 
sentations had been made to the United States Government on the subject. 
—The Duke of Newcaste said no such information had been received. 
If such inconveniences existed representations would be made on the sub- 
ject to the United States Government, 

THE STATE OF TURKEY. 

(12th.) Lord Srratroro pe Reociirrs, in moving for copi 
respondence between the Foreign Department and Her Majesty’s Em- 
assy at Constantinople, on the subject of financial or admi i 
reform in Turkey, since the late Sultan's Hattihumayoon of the year 1856, 
observed that it was of the greatest importance to England, in a commer- 
cial point of view, that the reforms so olten promised should be duly car- 
ried out, while politically the preservation of the Turkish Empire, which 

ad been a matter of solicitude for more than two centuries to 
try, depended upon a thorough administrative reform, Recent accounts 
from Turkey justified the idea that the present Sultan, by his acts and 
proclamations, was fully alive to the importance of economical reform. In 
order, however. to carry out the reforms which have been promised there 
must be a steady, friendly, but sufficient pressure upon the Turkish Go- 
vernment. In addition to these reasons for supporting our old poticy in 
Turkey, we were bound by every tie of honour to give her our full and 
vigorous support in case of need, and to help her to carry out the reforms, 
which she had undertaken.—Lord Woprnouse considered it would be 
better to and see whether the Sultan persevered in he course he had 
commenced, than for the British Government to deprive him of the credit 
witich would be due to him by tendering unseasonable and premature 
advice. Already important economical changes had been made, and he 
thought it would be wiser to allow the eubjects of the Sultan to under= 
stand that the reforms inaugurated were not pressed on him by 
foreiyn Powers, but were bis own spontaneous act, He woul 

not object to the motion if modified so as not to include the corre- 
spondence with the present Sultan.—Lord Haupwicke reiterated his 
opinion that Turkey should be allowed to conduct her affairs without the 
interlerence of foreign Powers, and expressed his pleasure at hearing the 
statement to that eflect of Lord Wodchouse.—The motion being modified 
as suggested, wasagreed to. 

JUDICIAL ADMINISTRATION (INDIA). 
a petition from European resie 
in all criminal cases 
3 that they should be tricd be 
fore a single European judge ; that, if they desired it, they should be tried 
by a jury entirely composed of Europeans ; and that the procecdings im 
such cases should be conductea in the English language. In bringis 
forward the petition, Lord Ellenborvugh interspersed these demands wit 
comments as to their expediency. 
TREASURE TROVE. 

(5th.) Lord TaLBor DE MAtAHIDE called the attention of the House 
to the present state of the law of treasure trove, in hopes of facilitating the 
preservation of ancient articles of gold and silver as works of art. He 
concluded by moving for correspondence upon the maiter.—The Lop 
CHANCELLOR said the subject was full of dificulty, owing to the fact that 
this particular prerogative right of the Crown had been made the subject 
in former times of a variety of grants. He was not aware that any steps 
had been taken by the Government in the matter; if anything could be 
done he would bring it before the Government.— After a few words from 
the Duke of ARGYLL in reference to Treasure Trove in Scotland, the 
motion was agreed to. 

ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE 1N IRELAND. 

(15th.) Lord CLawntcaRpe, on moving that an humble address be pre- 
sented to Her Majesty to issue a Royal Commission to inquire into the 
constitution, establishment, practice, procedure and fees of the Superior 
Courts of Common Law in Ireland, and the differences between the con-. 
stitution and the forms of practice, proceure and fees of the Courts of 
Chancery of England and of Ireland, complained that the result of not 
extending the reform of the practice and procedure of the English Courts 
to Ireland had led to a great waste of money and time to the suitors in Ire- 
land, and to an extravagant expenditure for the judicial establishment, a 
position which he proved by quoting a variely of statistics —Lords Wans- 
LeYDALE, GRANVILLE, and Brouciam, all thinking that a clear case 
had been made out for inquiry, the motion, slightly modified, was agreed to. 

EASIERN AFRICAN SLAVE TRADE. 

(15th.) Lord StraTHEneN moved “ That, in the opinion of the House, 
it is desirable without delay to restore the consular authority of Great Britain 
at Mozambique, in order to assist the Government of Portugal in repress~ 
ing the Slave Trade on the Eastern Coust of Africa.”—Lord Wong- 
House: having stated that this motion last year was carried by surprise, 
proceeded to state the objections which existed to the address, one of 
which was that the Houses of Parliament, by fercing the (overnment to 
appoint a consul here or there, were usurping the functions of the 
Executive. ‘The appointment of a consul on the East Coast of Africa 
would be useless without a large squadron, and would probably lead to 
much correspondence and useless exasperation between Englind and 
Portugal. ‘Ihe Portuguese Government earnestly desired to suppress the 
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‘West Coast. He hoped the House would k.ave the matter to the discre- 
tion of the Government.— Lord BuoucHan believed the Portuguese sin- 
cere in their desire to sapprese the slave trade, but they complained that 
they had not sufficient authority on the Kast Coast, and that they were not 
supported as they expected, by the appointment of a Britith consul.—The 
Bishup of Oxroap advised Lord Stratheden not to press his motion. He 
thought it would be better to leave the Government free to act on what he 
believed would be their nobler aspirations. “ He ded to show the 
advantages which would arise from the appointment of a consul, aniong 
which the greatest would be the exposure of “ deeds of darkness” to public 
opinion, which would soon render them impossible—Lord STRATHEDEN 
said a few words in reply and withdrew his motion. 


EAST INDIA COUNCIL, KC. BILL. 

16th.) On the motion forgoing into Committee on this Bill, Lord CLaN- 
RICARDE asked Her Majesty's Government to lay upon the table copies of 
reports, minutes, or other recorded opinions of member: of the Indian 
Council, or of committees of that Council, relating to the Bills concerning 
India now before Parliament, and briefly stated at the same time 
sons for making such a request.—-Lord De Griy and Riron said that 
Lord Clanricarde was under some misapprehension as to the functions of 
the Indian Council and the mode in which business was conducted in the 
Indian Department, or he would not have preferred a request with which, 
in the interests of the public service, he must decline to comply.—Lord 
ELcennorouen regretted that the Indian Council transacted business in 
such a way as to have no record of ils proceedings to produce.—In Com- 
mittee on Clause 10, Lord Gri:y moved an amendment to the effect that, 
in addition to the Governor. General in Council, there shall he appointed 
also a Council of State to assist in the preparation and consideration of 
laws and regulations, the members of which Council, to consist of different 
races and professions, shall be appointed and removable at the will of the 
Governor-General, but such appointments and removals to be provisional 
until confirmed by the Secretary of State for India in Council._—The 
amendment was negatived, and the Bill passed throuzh Committee after a 
short discussion.— (22nd. ) This Bill was read a third time. 


MILITARY AND NAVAL SENVICES IN CHINA. 
(18th) The Lor Cnasceitow read to the House communications 
which had been received trom General Michell and Adiiral Hope, in 
acknowledgment of the votes of thanks pasted by their lordships to the 
army and navy for their serviecs during the recent campaign in China. 


EAST INDIA HIGH COURTS OF JUDICATURE BILL. 

18th.) Lord Dé Grey and Rirow, in moving the second reading of 
this Bill. explained that the object of the measure was to unite in one the 
two chief courts of judicature existing in each of the Presidency towns, 
which, although sitting in different courts, exercised jurisdiction of the 
same kind. ‘ihe Bill proposed to abolish the present Supreme Court and 
Sudder Courts, and to substitute a High Court of Justice, and also con- 
tained frovisions for the appointinent of judges, their qualification, and 
their salarics.—Lord Broucuam objected to’ the provision that the 
Indian Council should have power not only to appoint the salaries of 
judges upon their entrance into office, but fiom time to tine to alter those 
salaries, as it was obvious for what purposes such a power might be used. — 
Lord ExLeNzonoucH considered the Bill was well adapted tor producing 
discontent from one end of India to another, for it proposed to appoint 
English barristers as judges, who would koow nothing of the laws, lan- 
ages, caste, and customs of the country. He then proceeded to call 
attention to the additional cost, which would be no less than 4262,000, if 
the Bill were passed.— The Loup Ctaxcetton replied to Lord Elien- 
borough's statements, and said that one object of the Bill was to place 
Europeans and Natives upon an cqual footing.—Lord Dx Gnex and 
Ripon also replied to the objections raised against the Bill, which was 
then read a second time. : 

EAST INDIA CIVIL SERVICE BILL. 

18th.) Lord De: Grey and Ripox moved the second reading of this 
Bill, and said that the object was ta legalise appointments already made, 
and to define the powers of the Governor-General in making future ap- 
ointments either from the covenanted or uncovenanted service.—Lord 

LUENBOROUGH did not think the Bill just to the present civil service, 
interlering as it did with their rights and privileges, Lord LyvepeN 
wished the measure had heen confined to appointments already made. and 
objected that uncovenanted servants were not required on appointment to 
submit to the same examination as the covenanted service, nor was any 
Provision made for the employment of natives, The Duke of AnGYLL 
and Lord CLanuicanpe supported the Bill, which was then read a second 
time. . 
















































PRINCE CZARTORYSKI. 
(19th. Lord BroucHam presenied a petition from the inhabitants of 
Stockport, praying for the publication of correspondence with regard to 
the partition of Poland, which had passed between kngland, France, and 
other countries in 1831, 1832 aad subs:quent years. It was impossible 
to utter the name of Poland without reflecting on the irreparable loss 
which that country had just sustained, or without expressing the sorrow 
which men of all parties, even of that most advers: to Poland, must feel 
at the death of that great and good man e Caartoryski. Having 
known him for over half a century, and been intimate with him, he would 
venture to assert that a man of more pure character or of greater virtue, 
wublic and private, never breathed. Born to an immense fortune, he had 
n content of late years to live on the very moderate income which he 
accidentally possessed. In early life he occupied the highest place in the 
Government of Russia, and was a prime favourite at Court, but never for 
an hour forgot his duty or his alfection for his native countre. Afterwards 
he threw himself into the contest which unhappily had no good results tor 
Poland ; but he could not help remembering that Mr. Burke pronounced 
& pan on the constitution of Poland which was established after the 
elective minarchy the worst form of Goveramentin Europe had been 
put an end to, and declared that it was the best and most workable of the 
free constitutions which had ever been established in Europe. Prince 
Czartoryski_when he lived in Paris, not alone upheld the spirit of Poland, 
but wus the friend and adviser of all who bore relationship or interest to 
that country. 























POLAND. 

(19th. ) Lord Haznowsy, on moving that an address be presented to Her 
Majesty for copies or extracts of all correspondence which passed in the 
years 1831 and 1832 between the Government of Great Britwin and those 
of Russia and other countries on the subject of Poland, said that recent 
events in Poland bad caused people to ask whether the state of affairs in 
that country was such as was contemplated by the Powers who signed 
the Treaty of Vienna, and the publication of the papers might tend to 
check the tyranny under which the Poles suffered.—Lord WopeHouse 
said he locked upon the scorers of Polish iudependence as an impossi- 
bility, considering the overwhelming forces which could be brought 
against Poland by three powerful nations. ‘The attitude of the Poles during 
the late events at Warsaw had shown great moderation, and gave promise 
of better days. He had no objection to accede to the motion, so far as 
the corres pondence with Russia was concerned.—Lord ELLENRonousH 
passed a high eulogium on the Foles for the patience and dignity with 
which they had bore their misfortunes at home, and uphe'd the military 
reputation of their country abroad, and expressed at the same time his as- 
tonishment that Russia should not have done her utmost to conciliate 80 
great and noble a people. It was for the interest of Russia to conciliate 
the Poles, for as long as they were discontented the action of Russia 
‘was paralysed in Central Europe -a circumstance almost as injurious to 
Europe as to Russia itself.—Lord Mavmessuay concurred with the va- 
luable advice given by Lord Ellenborouyh. If the Poles contrasted their 
present position with their position seven or eight years ago, they had 
every reason to congratulate themselves, He hoped’ nothing said in this 
House would encourage the Poles to attempt impossibilities. — After a few 
remarks from Lord Breapatpaxe, Lord StkatForD DE RevcutFFe, 
and Lord TaLBor vB MALAHIDE, the motion, as modified, was agreed to. 

DUCHY OF MODENA. 

(22nd.) Lord NorMansy complained of the attacks made by Mr 
Gladstone on the Duke of Modena, and moved for copies or extracts of 
any despatches relating to the affairs of the Duchy of Modena from Her 
Majesty's Minister accredited to the Central Courts of Italy during the 
years 1855, 1856, 1857, and 1858—Lord Wopeuouse justified the 
‘charges which Mr. Gladstone had made.—Lord Densy thought the 
conduct of Mr. Gladstone as a Minister of the Crown highly improper 
in bringing charges against the Duke ot Modena not justinea ‘vy ne evl- 
dence, and which the accused party was precluded from answering. 
Proof was wanting that the papers on which the charges were founded 
were genuine, and, even if they were, they were insutticient to establish 
the charges made by Mr. Giadsione.—Lord BroucHas thought Mr. 
Gladstone had made out his case if the documents were not forgeries. — 
‘The motion was agreed to. 

REVISION OF THE LITURGY. 

(92nd.) Lord Esuny, in presenting a petition in favour of a revision 
of the Book of Common Prayer, said that next year would be the 200th 
anniversary of the Act of Uniformity, and he hoped then that the terms 
of subscription would be modified. He intended next year to propose 
that the terms of subscription to the Thirty-nine Articles should be re- 
laxed.—The Bishop of Lonvon was glad that Lord Ebury had confined 
himself to. the question of relaxing the terms of subscription. With re- 
gard ‘o the general revision of the Liturgy, no such revision, in his 
‘opinion, ought to take place at the pre-ent time. Such changes had been 
always confined to periods of great revolutions, and if any such changes 
were now desired, Lord bury ought to specify the exact reforms he 
wished to see introduced. He thought the terms of subscription were 
not so rigid as generally supposed. It it were desired, the services of the 
Church might be considerably shortened, but to this course the laity, and 
not the clergy. were the chief obstacle. 

(23rd.) The Voters (Ireland) Bill, the Salmon Fisheries Bill, and, 
after a long discussion, the Irremoveable Poor Bill, with some others, 
were read a second time.—The Attorneys’ and Solicitors’ (Ireland) Bill 
was read a third time and passed.—The Ecclesiastical Dilapidations Bill 
was read a first time. 




















. HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
Frost Jury l0ru To Jvuy 24TH, 

(lOth.) The subjects brought before the House at the morning's sitting 
were not of sufficient interest to be mentioned in detail.—Sir F, BaninG 
moved for the House to go into Committee on the Fictitious Savings 
Banks Bill, but after a discussion the motion was withdrawn and the Bill 
al-o.— The Church-Rates Law Amendment Bill was also withdrawn.— 
The several clauses of the Vaccination Bill were agreed to or amen.led.— 
The second reading of the Metropolis Local Management Acts Bill as 
moved by Mr. Tite, who explained that its object was to amend the 
powers of the Board of Works for the benefit of the metropolis. The 
debate that ensued was interrupted by the SPEAKER, the hour (a quarter to 
six) having arrived when the House, according to the usual rule of the 
Wednesday morning sittings, proceeds to dispose of the remaining business 


on the paper. 
EDUCATION COMMISSION. 

(llth.) Sir J. Paxineton called attention to the Report of the Edu- 
cation Commission, with the view of earning, according to the terms of his 
notice, to what extent Her Majesty's Government intended to adopt its 
recommendatious. He gave asuinmary of many of the conclusions at which 
the Commissioners had arrived, and of their recommendations, They said 
that, whatever might be the merits of the present system, it was not 
adapted to spread education so widely as was required. He concluded by 
uring the Government to give their serious attention to the report.—Mr. 
Hencey drew conclusions from the report different from those of Sir 
John, remarking that it was clear that a great discordance of opinion had 
prevailed among the Commissioners. In specifying the conditions upon 
which they thought public assisiance shouid be given to schvols, they said 
not a word, he remarked, of religious teaching; and he read opinions 
expressed by some of the most ardent and the soundest advocates of 
national education, that, if the report of the Commissioners was carried out, 
it would be destructive of the present system, and effect such a radical 
change in it as would prepare the way for bringing the schools under the 
control of the raepayers, and ultimately extinguish the roligious element, 
slave trade on the East as effectually as they had already done on the 
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A BENGALEE PLAY. 

(12th.) Sir J. Suettey inquired of the Secretary of State for India 
whether the Government had received any information relative to the cir- 
culation by the Government of Bengal, in official envelopes marked “On 
Her Majesty’s Service,” of an English translation of a ‘ Bengalli Play” 
containing attacks on British settlers connected with the manufacture of 
indigo in Bengal, on their wives and families ?—Sir C. Woop replied, that 
if his hon, friend had any curiosity to read the play, he would send him a 
copy; but he had received no information whatever that it was of the 
character described. 





‘THE BELGIAN TARIFF, 

(12th.) Mr. W. Forsrer asked the cause of the delay of the Belgian 
Government in applying the new tariff arrangements between France and 
Belgium to this country, pointing out the injury which this country 
suffered from the delay, and from the preference shown to France. — Lord 
J. Russet gave explanations on the sub‘ect, observing that the Belgian 
Government had always assured that of Her Majesty that whatever terms 
were granted to French manufactures would be granted to British. 


DENMARK AND THE DUCHIES. 

(12th.) Lord Jon Russet, in reply to the remarks of Sir H. Verney, 
Lord H. Vane, and others, described the present state of the quarrel. He 
was glad, he said, to hear that the King of Denmark had consented to an 
arrangement by which further negotiations would be entered upon, which 
he hoped would issue in a solution of the question, though he could not 
say what terms would be deemed reasonable by both the parties. 


OFFICERS OF THE INDIAN ARMY. 


(12h. ) Col. Syxes askedthe Secretary of State for India whether officers 
of the Indian army accepting the invitation to volunteer for general ser- 
vice or into the Staff Corps in India in any way compromised the rights 
guaranteed to them under the Act 21 and 22 Victoria, cap. 95, sec. 56, 
of 1858, and the Act 23 and 24 Victoria, cap. 100, sec. 1, of 1860, with 
respect to pay, pensions, allowances, privileges, promotions, and othernise; 
and whether the reported appointment of Colonel Heyland, C.B., of Her 
Majesty's 56th Regiment, in supercession of the fi.ld officers of that regi- 
trent, ‘was made With the sanction of the Secretary of State ?—Sir U. 
‘Woon said the order referred to was on the table of ihe House and every 
member could judge of its character. It had been received in India with 
general satisfaction, which was the best proof that the officers did not con- 
sider that by accepting the invitation it offered they compromised their 
rights. 





UNIVERSITY ELECTIONS BILL. 

(12tb.) ‘The third reading of this Bill was opposed by Lord Patmen- 
ston and the Cuancetion of the Exckeques on the ground that the 
Bill had come out of the Committee a totally different measure from the 
original Bill, since it now authorised all electors for the Universities, 
resident or not resident, to empower a proxy to vote or not, as he may 
think proper.—In spite of this opposition the Bill was read a third time 
and passed. 


THE IRISH EDUCATIONAL SYSTEM. 








(15th.) Mr. Burt moved a resolution that it is inexpedient, in distri- 
buting the grant for the purposes of Irish education, to enforce the rule of 
refusing schools in which religious teaching is made a part of 
the gener: ruction of the school. He contended that, as a system of 


united education, the National system had utterly failed, and, if so, and if 
Protestants and Roman Catholics were receiving education in distinct 
schools, he asked what justification there was for imposing this restriction ? 
By rescinding the rule education would be made more advantageous to 
the recipients—for it could not be an advantage to exclude religion—and 
the grant would be a real boon to the country.—After a considerable dis. 
cussion the motion was negatived, 


CIVIL SERVICE ESTIMATES. 

(18th.) On the vote for 110,000 to complete the sum of £125,090 for 
he Treasury chest abroad, Sir H. WittoucHay complained that large 
sums had been paid out of the Treasury chest without the consent of Par- 


liament for the payment of troops in India and China.—The vote was | 






agreed to. — On the vote of £64,646 being proposed for sirrices in China, 
Japan, and Siam. Colonel Sykxs drew attention to the fact that, while a 
sum of £8,000 was tuken for the Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Ple- 
nipotentiary and Chief Superintendent of Trade at China, only £2,500 
was taken for the Envoy Extraordinary and_ Minister Plenipotentiary 
and Consul-General at Japan.—aAfter a few words from M-.

(18th). The SPEAKER announced that he had received a letter from 
the General in command of the troops, and one from the Admiral in com- 
mand of the naval forces, engaged in the late expedition to China, ac. 
kuowledging the thanks voted to them by the House in February last 
Both letters were read by the Clerk at the table. . 


MEDICAL OFFICERS OF THE ARMY IN INDIA. 

(18th). Mr. Bazuey asked the Secretary for India when his promise to 
pace the medical officers of Her Majesty's Indian army upon a perfect 
looting of equality with medical officers of Her Majesty's British army 
would be carried into effect, and asked other questions regarding the 
standing of the former. — Sir C. Woon said that the whcle question of the 
Indian medical service was under consideration. A communication had 
been made to the Indian Government, but until en answer had been re- 
ceived no definite steps could be taken. The matter was one, however, 
that must be settled before long. 


= SUEZ CANAL, 
(23rd.) Mr. Grtrriri asked the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
whether Mr. Colquhoun, the English Consul-General in Egypt, together 





with the English Consul in Alexandria and other gentlemen, had lately 
(on the 29th of June) visited the works of the Suez Canal, and had ex- 
pressed his satis ion with what he had seen and heard there; and whe- 
ther such spprene was to be understood to be qualified by the condition 
that forced labour should not bz employed on the works of the canal, and 
that the obligations in that respect of the Pasha of Egypt towards the 
Porte be faithfully fulfilled ?—Lord J. Russect vaid that he had seen the 
report to which the hon. gentleman alluded in some foreign newspapers, 
but he had received no account from the Consul-General of a later date 
than the 15th ult. ‘That officer spoke in a previous despatch of his bei 
about to go to see the works of the Suez Canal, but no accouat of 
having s0 gone bad yet arrived. 


PUBLIC EMPLOYMENT (INDIA). 

(23rd.) Colonel Syxes moved the following resolution: 
all occasions when candidates are invited to compete for public employ- 
ment under the Crown British subjects born in India should be allowed” 
to compete on the same footing as other British subjects;” and «that 
Doctors Thomson, Goodhall, Pulney Andy, Muncherjee Beramjee Colah, 
and Surgeon Pickachy, all British subjects, having been prohibited from 
competing for the office of assistant-surgeon in the Royal army, at a pub» 
Ticly advertised meeting appointed for the 18th of February last in Lon- 
don, it is the opinion of this House that such prohibition was unjust, im- 
politic, and uncalled for.” He contended that the prohibition, while it 
was a violation of guarantees given by Parliament and the Crown, was 
disadvantageous to the public service in India, and it disappointed hopes 
and expectations which the people of our Eastern Empire were encou- 
raged to entertain.-—- The motion was seconded by Mr. Layarv. -- Mr. T. 
G. Barina, remarking that the second resolution conveyed a direct cen. 
sure upon the Secretary of State for War, said this was not a question of 
the employment of natives of India, but whether they should be employed 
in the British army, in the general medical service of the Crown, in all 
parts of the world. The opinion of the best authorities, upon which the 
Secretary of State had acted, was that natives of India were constitution. 
ally unfitted for service in all parts of the world, and, so far frm the pro- 
hibition being unjust, impolitie, or improper, the Secretary of State would 
not have fulfilled his duty had he acted otherwise.— After a few observa 
tions by Mr. J. B. Sarr and Captain Jervis, and a reply by Colonel 
Sykes, who considered the objections of Mr. Baring utterly groundless, 
the motion was withdrawn. 


INDIAN RAILWAYS AND FINANCE. 

(25th.) Sir C. Woon rose to ask for powers to raise whatever money 
might be necessary for the year’s railway work in India, bevord the sum 
that might be raised by the different railway companies. Last year he 
had estimated the probable expenditure for railways at £6,000,000, and it 
reached £5,900,000, showing the very great accuracy of the estimates 
Up to April last eight millions had been expended, and this year he be- 
lieved thet six millions would be recuired, of which between £1,700,000 
and £1,800,000 would be raised by the companies. What he wanted the 
House and the country clearly to understand was, that the money which 
he now asked power fo raise was exclusively for railway purposes. In 
siding: to the political administration of India, he stated his belief that 

‘anning’s policy in respect to the native princes and chiefs in India 
was sound in principle, and would lay the surest foundation for the main~ 
tenance of our power in that country. In past years the tendency of our 
rule had been rather to oppress than to conciliate these influential persons, 
but in late years that line of policy had been entirely reversed. New 
treaties had been made with several native princes, and territories had 
been assigned to them which, without weakening our empire, had in- 
creased their dignity and honour, and made them feel that their rights 
would not be usurped or invaded by the British Government, The 
im war just concluded presented a remarkable proof of our improved 
policy in dealing with the native rulers, The Rajah of Sikkim having 
carried off some of our subjects a force was despatched to the frontier, 
and the rajah was informed that our object was to obtain reparation, but 
not to annex a single acre of territory. In a very short time a treaty waa 
arranged with the rajah, our subjects were restored, and the whole affair 
passed off in the most friendly manner, Not only did our negotiator 
obtain that, but the rajah engaged to alow a free passage for merchandise 
through h’s territory from India into ‘Thibet, and by another way on the 
payment of a reduced duty. It had long been a desideratum to procure 
the opening of @ road from India to China, and that had at length been 
satisfactorily accomplished by the aid of the Rajah of Sikkim —Several 
members spoke upon the subject, and the resolution was agreed to. 

SLAVE TRADE. 

(26h.) Ma, Buxton called the attention of the Government to the 
great increase of the Slave-trade, and the importance of supplementing 
the exertions of the squadron on the Airican coast by additional measures 
for the uppression of that trade. He affirmed that since the American 
Government had refused to acknowledge our right of visit, our naval force 
had been rendered, not indeed useless, because he believed that fourteen 
slave ships had been captured during the past year—but far less potent 
than it used to be. He was anxious, therefore, to call the attention of 
the Government to two or three supplementary measures which would, he 
thought, be of great value. One of these was suggested last year, by 
Lord John Russell himself. ‘This was, that an attempt should be inade 
to supplant the Slave-trade in Cuba by the introduction, under the most 
stringent precautions, of a free immigration from China and India. This 
would require the greatest possible care, and it might be thought that ex- 
perience as to the abominable tratlic in Chinese with Cuba ought at once 
tocondemn the suggestion, But the truth was, that recently Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government had made great, and, he believed, successful exertions 
to put a stop to the cruelty with which that coolie immigration had for- 
merly been attended. Our authorities in China, in conjunction with the 
Chinese authorities, had placed the emigration under strict regulations, 
and it also appeared that in Cuba the Chinese had asserted their inde- 
pendence, and had enforced considerate treatment for themselves. 
trusted that the noble lord (Lord J. Russell) would direct the British 
Commissioner at Havannab to make strict inquiries on this point, and, if 
it could be shown that humane treatment and fair wages could eflectually 
be secured for India and Chinese emigrants, then by encouraging such an 
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immigration, we should suppl , not only the Slave-trade, but in the 
Jong ‘run slavery itself in the island of Cuba. Another point of great 
importance would be to establish a consulate at Mozambique. The fact 
was, that the Portuguese Government was well disposed on this subject. 
Tt was fain to stop the Slave-trade, but was too feeble to enforce its 
views on that far distant coast, where many of their own authorities 
had excellent reasons for cherishing the Slave-trade. Nothing, 
then, would so much tend to enable the Government of Portugal 
to carry out their views as the fact that England had a commis- 
sioner ‘there to watch all that went on, and repurt the proceed- 
ings of the slave-traders, and the action taken by the local authorities. A 
Consul had originally been appointed at Mozambique after full inquiry 
by Mr. Hume's Committee in 1853, and experience seemed to him (Mr. 
Buxton) to have shown the value of having such a represcntative of Eng- 
land on that coast, and in urging the reappointment of a Consul on the 
Government he was expressing the views entertained by Lord Brougham, 
by the Bishop of Oxford, the Anti-Slavery Society, the African Aid So- 
ciety, and, in fact, nearly every one acquainted with the question of the 
Slavetrade. More than this, ‘the same point had been strongly urged by 
the Economist newspaper, and by others who looked on the matter from 
a mercantile point of view. ‘There seemed real grounds for be- 
lieving that English influences exerted on that coast might do 
much to suppress the Slave-trade and open a large commerce.— 
Lord PALMEnsTon said that the subject was one of very deep interest. 
He denounced in strong language the retrograde course which had been pur- 
sued by France in allowing the Regis contract for the emigration of so- 
called free labourers into a French colony, but which was nothing more 
nor less than the Slave-trade in its purest and simplest form, at least as far as 
the acq ion of the labourers was concerned. In alluding to the new 
treaty which will annul that contract next year he explained the object of 
our Government in entering into it. He denounced in strong language 
the conduct of Spain and of America, and observed that the Portuguese 
shipments from the East Coast of Africa were mainly carried on under 
the American flag. He trusted that some means would be found of com- 
pleting the noble work in which this country has been engaged for so many 
years, 













SUPPLY. 

(26th.) Ona vote of £1,000,000 for the expenses of the China war. 
Mr. Paget said this was a vote of credit for necessary expenses connected 
with the China war. The Chancellor of the Exchequer had stated to 
the House that he would propose this vote, and they would recollect that 
provision was made for it in the service of the year, which provision had 
received the sanction of the House. This was the third vote of credit 
that had been taken on account of the Chinese war; there was one of 
4850,000 for 1859-60, and one of £3,800,000 for last year. A sum of 
£750,000 still remained of the vote of credit of last year, but that could 
only be expended for that year ; and a sum of £1,000,000 was now asked 
to meet the expenditure of the forces in China for the present year. 
Extra allowances were required for the European tzoops, and, as it 
was doubtful how long they might require to remain there the pre- 
sent vote became necessary. He believed, however, that the sum 
of £1,000,000 now asked for would be amply sufficient for all pur- 
poses, and he hoped the vote would be agreed to by the Committee.— 
Sir H. WittoucHy said there was for the year 1859-60 a vote of credit 
for £850,000, and last year of £3,800,000. | He wished to know whether 
any assurance could be given that this additional million would cover all 
the expenses of this costly China war. He expressed a hope also that 
better arrangements would be made with regard to our accounts with 
India, otherwise British finance would fall into the utmost disorder. For 
seven years there had been a sort of running account with India, and no 
‘one knew what would be the end of it. He was afraid they were going 
on very much in the dark in this matter, and they had much reascn to 
complain of the Indian transport expenses especially. —The CHanceLLon 
of the Exchequer agreed with the hon. baronet that the Chinese war 
had been a costly war, He believed, however, that the provision now 
made, if not large, was amply sufficient, and that another vote would not 
be required. With regard to the India question, the charges made by the 
India departments were not always to be taken as absolutely correct, and 
therefore the charge for transports might not be so high as the hon. 
baronet anticipated. ‘I'he charges this year in China would be chiefly 
under two heads—the charge for transport, and the charge for pay and 
allowances ; and it was hoped that the payments under these heads would 
not be very large, if the instructions sent from home were strictly fol- 
lowed out.” Ho did not think that the state of our account with India 
was likely to prove very formidable to British finance. There was a sum 
of £750,000 standing over from the Chinese vote granted last year, and 
he hoped that that and the million now provided would clear off the whole 
expeuse of the China war. 























THE LAST VOTE FOR CHINA. 

Only €1,000,000 more and the expenses of the China war are to 
be entirely wound up. The hero of “great expeciations* in mak- 
ing an estimate of his debis adds a-wide margin for possible contingencies. 
‘We sincerely trust that the Government has done so in the present case, 
and that Mr. Gladstone’s belief may prove correct that auother vote will 
not bs required. 

Tata Tae or THE Sreamer “ SHanTUuNG."—The following ac- 
count is from the New York Herald of the 15th inst. : fine new 
steainer, on atrial trip, satisfied those who were on board of her capabili- 
ties for any work to which she might be put. ‘The Shantung was built 
by Thomas Collyer, for Messrs. Augustine Heard and Co., of the China 
trade. The length of the vessel is 151 feet, the beam 25 feet, and the 
depth of hold 9 feet 5 inches. She is iron-braced diagonally, and draws 
five feet of water. She bas a beam engine, with a 3-inch cylinder, and 
ten feet stroke of piston, The \dle-wheels are 22 feet in diameter, 
On the trip the Shantung made sixteen knots an hour, and the engines 
worked admirably. The Government, it seems, has a refusal of this fine 
vessel, should they desire to take it and convert it int If not 
accepted within a few days, it will be sent to the Cl 
four howitzers on board.”

THE BISHOP OF VICTORIA, 

We are glad to learn that the health of the Bishop of Victoria has been 
thoroughly recruited by his visit to Kngland. He and Mrs. Smith purpose 
leaving our shores for Hong Kong by the Southampton steamer sailing 
on October 4th. ‘The bishop has not been idle during his stay in this 
country. During the last few weeks he has visited Dublin, Cork, Bath, 
York, Leeds, Doncaster, and Birminzham on behalf of the Church Mis: 
sionary Society ; and has also preached sermons advocating the cause of 
China missions in York Minster Cathedral and in St. Patrick's. In addi- 
tion to this arduous labour he has held a series of confirmations for the 
venerable Archbishop of Canterbury. 


DR. MACGOWAN IN DUBLIN.

Macgowan’s lectures, Archbishop Whately presided over the course on 
China, and Sir W. Hamilton, the astronomer royal, and Lord Gough over 
the Japanese course. Among Dr. Macgowan’s patrons we note the Lord- 
Lieutenant, the Lord Mayor, the Lord Chancellor, the Ulster King of 
Arms and other notabilities. The Doctor figures also at the vice-regal 
levée, The newspaper paragraphs seem to incline to blarney. One of 
the least laudatory is the Freeman's Journal—Roman Catholic. It says 
—*The Lord Archbishop of Dublin presided yesterday at a lecture given 
by Dr. Macgowan in the pillar-room of the Rotunda, on the subject of 
China, The honour was mutual. The president was a scholar and a 
philosopher, a man of science, and a scholar, and an accurate observer, 
imparting instruction with as much ease as he couldtella string of Chinese 
beads. Dr, Macgowan’s morning audience was limited, but those in 
tendance were eminently qualified to appreciate what they heard, and to pi

The Chinese Classics: with a Translation, Critical and Exe- 
getical Notes, Prolegomena, and Copious Indexes. By 
James Legge, D.D., of the London Missionary Society 
(in Seven Volumes); Vol. I. containing Confucian Ana- 
lects, the Great Learning, and the Doctrine of the Mean. 
Hong Kong: at the Author's. London: Trubner, and 
Co, 60, Paternoster-row. 1861. 


We noticed the appearance of Dr. Legge’s first volume in a 
receut issue, but were unable at that time to do more than 
mention the publication of the ;work. Having since then 
read the preface and prolegomena, and examined the contents 
of the volume, and the process of dealing with this most diffi- 
cult subject—the translation and elucidation of the philoso- 
phical treatises of the Chinese—we can confidently recommend 
the work to all who are interested in finding out the peculiar 
dogmas of Confucius and his disciples. Dr. Legge appears to 
have wrought among native authorities, and has, we should 
think, left little to be sought for amongst the original com- 
mentators on the Chinese classics. The book leaves scarcely 
anything to be desired ; it isa sort of ne plus ultra work on 
the subject. The native text is given in beautiful bold type, 
anda translation and notes appear on each page below the 
text. The volume is increased in value by the copious 
indexes which are appended. One or two points, which 
it may not be too late to attend to in the remaining 
volumes, if the learned author thinks fit—we may be al- 
lowed to notice. st, the translation, we think, would 
be more acceptable if more free and less literal in some 
places, Few passages, probably, are obscure to the inde- 
fatigable trauslator, and therefore we might well depend upon 
his free version, which we venture to anticipate would be 
superior to a close rendering. ‘The author would certainly 
have to express his own opinion with greater decision than 
at present, but the production would be worth more, It can- 
not be said that Dr. Legge’s translation is quite literal, thing 
which, we conceive, would be almost impossible, but if a free 
translation be not given of the other classical works, some of 
which are more difficult to understand than the present, we 
fear that to the gencral reader the perusal will become tedious 
and uninteresting. The second point only to which we will 
is the mode of reference adopted in the indexes. As the 
ious in the book are not indicated on each page, it would 
have beon moro prudent to have given the pages as references. 
And this, we trust, will be done in the next volume, as the 
present mode of reference is most troublesome. Besides these 
exceptions to the excellence of the work we have nothing 
more to say ; it is the earnest of much that will be very valu- 
able to everyone who studies the subject of Chiva and the 
Chinose; and it is a monument more enduring than marble 
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of the liberality of one of our great China merchants, the late 
Mr. Joseph Jardine, who generously undertook the expense of 
the publication, concluding that as “we make our money in 
China, we should be glad to assist in whatever promises to be 
of benefit to it.”

London is understood to be the worst in the king- 
dom, and the companies assert that according. to the experience 
of a leading office during the past eleven years, while the aver- 
age of premiums on dock and warehouse policies has been 5s. 6d. 
per cent. (from which about 1s. must be deducted for expenses), 
the average of losses has been 12s. 8d. per cent. The new 
tariff includes a scale of charges for floating policies, limited to 
two but not exceeding four specified wharfs. There is also a 
DEW.

THE MALTA AND ALEXANDRIA CABLE. 
‘The screw steamer Rangoon, Captain Atkins, arrived at Malta from 
Ras-el Millah, on the north coast of Africa, having safely Iaid the cable 
she had on board to within ten or fifteen miles of that place. On the 
evening of the Sth inst., at six o'clock, the shore end of the cable was 
disembarked at Alexandria from the Rangoon, in the padile-box boats 
of Her Majesty’s corvette Scourge, Commander Jones, escort d by other 
hoats of that vessel and the Medina, Captain Spratt, C.B., the Mohawk, 
Commander FE. H. Howard, having been previously sent on the same morn- 
ing to lay down buoys for the guidance of the ships. The Rangoon, 
having on board Messrs. Canning, Clifford, Dr. Whitehouse, De 
Santy, and a staff of electricians on the pert of. the contrac- 
tors, and Messrs. Forde and Laws on the part’ of the Go- 
vernment, started on the following day at 6 A.M., preceded closely 
by the Midina, with the Scourge on the starboard beam. 
In this order they proceeded till nightfall, the Rangoon paying ou: the 
cable all the while, when the signal was made by Captain pratt to an- 
chor. They started again next morning at five in the same order, with 
the Mohawk still ahead laying down buoys. On the evening of the 
second day, the depths varying considerably within short distances, the 
Rangoon was ordered to remain at anchor while the Mohawk and Medina 
proceeded slowly ahead, sounding and marking the course. On the third 
day, about noon, the Rangoon weighed anchor, and the ships proceeded 
in the same order as on starting. Little progress was made during the 
9th and 10th inst, on account of the variable depths. On the 11th the 
squadron passed the Ishilah Rocks, and at five the same evening had 
paid out all the cable on board, electric communication with 
Alexandria being perfect. Here the end was taken into shallow 
water, hermetically sealed, and buoyed. In no spot, we understand, was 
the cable laid in more than 100 fathoms water, but for the most part in 
about 5, and at an averaze distance of four or five miles from the coast. 
‘The weather was fine, with a light north-westerly wind and smooth water 
all the way till the morning of the 11th inst., when a swell set in, and the 
wind freshened from the north-west. On the same evening the Rangoon 
parted company for Malta, and arrived there at half-past 9 at night on the 
15th inst , having encountered rough weather from the north-west on the 
12th and 13th which, had it occurred during the laying of the cable, 
would have endangered the success of the operation. “The Medina was 
to continue sounding along the coast preliminary to submerging the last 
sections of the cable expected from England, to counect the two ends.
